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PREFACE. 



A NEW hymn-book has no claim upon public attention, unless answering a 
public demand. The Service of Praise was prepared to meet a call loud and gen- 
eral in the churches of Christ for a fuller and freer participation in public worship 
by the congregation. This call has already introduced the responsive reading of 
Scripture, and has also inaugurated the vesper service and the praise meeting, 
whose tendency, however, is to degenerate either into a sacred concert or a singing- 
school. This book, designed to avoid such a tendency while answering the de- 
mand, contains fifty-six arrangements of special services on as many themes re- 
lating to Christian life and experience, and to the fundamental truths of the 
gospel. 

Their easiest explanation is by taking a single service for an illustration, as that 
numbered the XV and named " The Adoration of Christ" Observe the unity 
and progress of thought in the Hymns and the Scripture Lesson, which would be 
increased by the remarks of the Pastor in introducing the hymns, and in the 
brief address, while the minister, choir, and congregation participate audibly in 
the worship. The arrangement is easily modified by the omission of verses or of 
entire hymns, and, if deemed best, by making all the singing congregational. 
It can also be elaborated with the use of appropriate chants and with the intro- 
duction of more difficult music by the choir in their parts. Such a service is 
eminently catholic and evangelical, and is suited to the varying conditions both of 
the Christian church and of the individual believer. 

The music, except in special metres, is congregational, and the distinction of 
the choir is inserted to afford relief and variety, resembling the response between 
the singers in the Hebrew worship ; as when, in the service already mentioned, 
the choir sing that hymn commencing, "Let us awake our joys," and the congrega- 
tion follow with that reply, " Hark ! ten thousand harps and voices." The hymns 
have not been adapted to the tunes, but that tune has been selected for each 
hymn which was deemed most appropriate by the melody and by sacred associa- 
tion to kindle the spirit of praise in young men and maidens, old men and chil- 
dren. This adaptation has been made by gentlemen of thorough musical training 
and experience, who were aided with the suggestions of those distinguished in 
conducting the praises of the sanctuary, and also of cultivated and devout women. 
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The book, with these services for special occasions and with the Scripture Les- 
sons, may be used as supplementary to the ordinary hymn and tune books. 

It is, however, complete in itself, and adapted to the necessities of Public Wor- 
ship, affording at a moderate price four hundred Hymns and Tunes, the Chants 
of the Christian church, and Scripture Lessons for alternate reading which are 
not confined to the Book of Psalms. The hymns were necessarily chosen from 
their fitness for united worship, and, as a Christian minister scarcely ever uses 
a hundred in his entire seleotions for the sanctuary, will be sufllicient in num- 
ber, while their disposition facilitates the choice and also ensures a variety. The 
book may be profitably employed in the conduct of a weekly prayer-meeting, 
where the use of the Scripture and hymns suggested would prevent the monotony 
of thought and song which occasionally makes these seasons a weariness. 

Several orders of Public Worship diflfering from the ordinary, which have been 
approved on trial, are inserted by permission, though not as hindering the usage 
of any church. 

The explanation would not be complete without an allusion to the monthly 
service of praise, conducted for several years by a church established on faith in 
Christ, the Divine Redeemer, as the basis of Christian fellowship, and embracing 
in its communion members of every leading evangelical denomination. Our 
prayer and trust is that these services may prove to others, as they long have 
to us, the source of spiritual refreshment and renewal,* and may be blessed to 
the communion of the saints with one another and with our risen Lord.

I. After a Prelude on the Organ, during which the Congregation seek 
in silence the divine blessing, the Minister rises and announces the Opening 
Chant, by the number and page, selecting from the first to the thirteenth, com- 
monly one of the following : 

Chant I, page 246, Ps. xcv. " O come, let us sing unto the Lord." 
Chant 3, p. 247, Ps. c. " O be joyful in the Lord, all ye lands." 
The organist plays a single strain, when the whole assembly rise. Then the 
Minister and Congregation read the first verse together, and the choir chant the 
succeeding verse, alternating through the selection, and ending with the Gloria 
Patri. 

II. The Invocation is offered by the Minister, while the congregation bow 
reverently. 

III. A Portion of the Sacred Word is read by the Minister. 

IV. A Hymn is read by the Minister, and sung by the choir. 

V. Another portion of the Sacred Word is read by the Minister, or a Scrip- 
ture Lesson may be read by Minister and People alternately. 

In this case the Minister gives out the number of the lesson and the page 
and after a brief prelude on the organ, the Congregation rise, and the Minister 
reads the first verse and the Congregation the second through the lesson. 

VI. The General Prayer is offered by the Minister, while the congregation 
bow reverently ; and at the close the Minister repeats with the Congregation the 
Lord's Prayer. 

When the prayer is concluded, the Congregation still bowing, the choir chant 
one of the Responses in Sel. 22, p. 258. 
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VII. The Notices proper for the Lord's House are read, and charitable 
collections may be taken, or deferred until the close of the Sermon. 

VIII. A Hymn is announced by the Minister, and sung by the Congregation, 
all standing. 

IX. The Sermon is delivered. 

X. The Prayer for a Blessing on the Service is offered ; and at the close, with- 
out announcement, the first bar of Old Hundred is played, when the congregation 
rise and join in the Doxology : 

" Praise God, from whom all blessings flow ; " 

and the Benediction is pronounced by the Minister. 



Afternoon anD (ZEtiening ^erloice* 

I. After a Prelude on the Organ, the Minister announces, as in the morn- 
ing, an opening chant from the 1-13, and usually either Sel. 2, p. 246, " The 
earth is the Lord's ; " or, Sel. 5, p. 248, " O sing unto the Lord a new song," 
of which the first verse will be read by the Minister and Congregation, and the 
second chanted by the choir^ and so alternately through the selection, closing with 
the Gloria Patri. 

II. A Hymn is read by the Minister, and sung by the choir. 

III. A Portion of Scripture is read by the Minister, or a Scripture Les- 
son, as in the morning, alternately by the Minister and the Congregation. 

IV. Prayer is offered by the Minister, the Congregation bowing reverently. 

V. One of the Responses in Sel. 21 or Sel. 22 is chanted by the choir un- 
announced. 

VI. Notices are given, and a Hymn, announced by the Minister, is sung by 
the Congregation, all standing. 

VII. The Sermon is preached. 

VIII. A Hymn is read by the Minister, and sung by the Congregation. 

IX. The Prayer is offered^ and at its close the Congregation rise and join in 
the Doxology : 

" Praise God, from whom all blessings flow j " 

when the Benediction is pronounced by the Minister.

I. After the Prelude on the Organ the Minister announces either Sel. 24, 
26, or 27, to be read and chanted responsively as in the ordinary service^ all 
standing. 

II. A Hymn is read by the Minister, and sung by the choir. 

III. A Portion of Scripture is read by the Minister, followed by Remarks. 

IV. When members are to be received into the Church, they are invited to 
present themselves at the table of the Lord. Those admitted on profession of 
faith, assent to the creed of the Church, which is read, and are then baptized, if 
this sacrament has not previously been observed, in the name of the Father, the 
Son, and the Holy Ghost, when the choir chant the Gloria Patri. 

Those to be received by letter rise and enter into covenant with the Church, 
and at the conclusion, while the Church are standing, the Pastor extends the 
right hand of fellowship to those admitted, and the Sel. 28, " Come unto me," is 
chanted. A Prayer is offered, after which all resume their seats. 

Immediately follows the 

V. CELEBRATION OF THE LORD'S SUPPER, 

1. The Minister extends the invitation to the Sacrament, and one of the 
following selections is chanted ; either 

Sel. 15. Gloria in Excelsis. 

Sel. 19. A Litany. 

Sel. 29. Christ our Passover. 

2. The Minister repeats the apostolic declaration concerning the institution 
of the Sacrament, 1 Cor. 1 1 : 23-28, and offers a prayer for the divine presence 
and blessing, when the bread is broken by the Minister, and distributed by the 
deacons. 

3. The Minister offers the Prayer of Thanksgiving after the cups are 
filled, and the wine is handed to the communicants by the deacons. 

4. A Collection for the treasury of the Church is made. 

5. A Hymn is read by the Minister, and sung by the Congregation, all stand- 
ing, and the Benediction is pronounced 
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IBaptism of CfitlDren. 

The Sacrament is observed during the service of Public Worship on the Lord's 
Day, after the Hymn sung by the Choir, and numbered IV in the Order of Worship. 

I. The Scripture Lesson 35, p. 313, is read alternately by the Minister and 
the Congregation. 

II. The Minister requests the parents to present themselves with their chil- 
dren for the celebration of the rite, and the Choir chant one of the following : Sel. 
31, p. 263, "And Jesus said, Suffer little children," or Sel. 32, p. 264, "And 
Jesus said." 

III. The Minister enquires of the parents whether they will enter into a 
solemn covenant, to nurture these children according to the Gospel in obedience 
to God and in the knowledge and love of Jesus Christ, trusting His grace, 
and praying for the baptism of the Holy Ghost ; to which they assent. 

IV. The Divine Blessing is invoked, and the ordinance is performed, after 
which the Choir chant — 

Sel. 30, p. 263, " And Jesus came and spake." 

When the Rite of Baptism is observed by the immersion of an adult, it occurs 
on the morning of the Lord's Day, when the Sacrament of the Supper is commemo- 
rated. The candidate publicly assents to the Articles of Faith before the cere- 
mony, and enters into covenant with the church in the afternoon. 



iFuneral ^ertiice. 

I. While the mourners are entering the Sanctuary a suitable prelude is played 
on the Organ, and, at its conclusion, one of the following Selections is chanted : 

Sel. 33, p. 264, " Blessed are the dead."

Sel. 35, p. 265, " As for man his days are as grass." 

II. The Minister reads from the Sacred Word, or one of the Scripture

Any Notices, necessary to be given, are read ; and an Invitation to 
Christians present, to commune with the Church, is extended. 

VII. A Sacramental Hymn is read by the Minister, and sung l;>y the Choir 
and the Congregation, all standings 

VIII. This is followed by a brief Address. 

IX. The Prayer for the Divine Blessing on those who partake of the 
consecrated elements, is offered by the Minister, the Congregation bowing down ; 
and the Bread is afterward broken and distributed. 

X. The Prayer of Thanksgiving is offered by the Minister, the Congregation 
bowing down ; and the Cup is afterward distributed. 

XI. The Collection for the relief of the Poor is taken ; during which the 
Minister reads appropriate Sentences from the Scripture. 

XII. The Closing Hymn is read by the Minister, and sung by the Choir and 
the Congregation, aU standing. 

XIII. The Closing Prayer is offered by the Minister; and at the end of it, 
while the Congregation are still bowed down^ he pronounces The Benediction.

PSALM I. 

X Blessed is the man that walketh not in the counsel of the ungodly, nor 
standeth in the way of sinners, nor sitteth in the seat of the scornful. 

2 But his deliglit is in the law of the Lord ; and in his law doth he meditate 
day and night. 

3 And he shall be like a tree planted by the rivers of water, that bringeth 
forth his fruit in his season ; his leaf also shall not wither ; and whatsoever he 
doeth shall prosper. 

4 The ungodly ar^ not so : but ar^ like the chaff which the wind driveth 
away. 

5 Therefore the ungodly shall not stand in the judgment, nor sinners in the 
congregation of the righteous. 

6 For the LdRD knoweth the way of the righteous: but the way of the 
ungodly shall perish. 

PSA LM VIII. 

1 O Lord our Lord, how excellent is thy name in all the earth ! who hast 
set thy glory above the heavens. 

2 Out of the mouth of babes and sucklings hast thou ordained strength 
because of thine enemies, that thou mightest still the enemy and the avenger. 

3 When I consider thy heavens, the work of thy fingers, the moon and the 
stars, which thou hast ordained ; * * 

4 What is man, that thou art mindful of him ? and the son of man, that thou 
visitest him ? 

5 For thou hast made him a little lower than the angels, and hast crowned 
him with glory and honor. 
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6 Thou ihadest him to have dominion over the works of thy hands; thou hast 
put all things under his feet : 
f 7 All sheep and oxen, yea, and the beasts of the field ; 

8 The fowl of the air, and fish of the sea, and whatsoever passeth through the 
paths of the seas. 

9 O Lord our Lord, how excellent is thy name in all the earth I 

PSALM XI. 

1 In the Lorb put I my trust : how say ye to my soul, Flee as a bird to 
your mountain ? 

2 For, lo, the wicked bend their bow, they make ready their arrow upon the 
string, that they may privily shoot at the upright in heart 

3 If the foundations be destroyed, what can the righteous do? 

4 The Lord is in his holy temple, the Lord's throne is in heaven : his eyqs 
behold, his eyelids try, the children of men. 

5 The Lord trieth the righteous : but the wicked and him that loveth vio- 
lence his soul hateth. 

6 Upon the wicked he shall rain snares, fire and brimstone, and a horrible 
tempest : this shall he the portion of their cup. 

7 For the righteous Lord loveth righteousness ; his countenance doth behold 
the upright. 

PSALM XV. 

1 Lord, who shall abide in thy tabernacle ? who shall dwell in thy holy hill ? 

2 He that walketh uprightly, and worketh righteousness, and speaketh the 
truth in his heart. 

3 He that backbiteth not with his tongue, nor doeth evil to his neighbor, nor 
taketh up a reproach against his neighbor. 

4 In whose eyes a vile person is contemned ; but he honoreth them that fear 
the Lord. He that sweareth to his own hurt, and changeth not 

5 He that putteth not out his money to usury, nor taketh reward against the 
innocent He that doeth these things shall never be moved.

PSALM XIX. 

1 The heavens declare the glory of God ; and the firmament sheweth his 
handywork. 

2 Day unto day uttereth speech, and night untp night sheweth knowledge. 

3 There is no speech nor language, where their voice is not heard. 

4 Their line is gone out through all the earth, and their words to the end of 
the world. In them hath he set a tabernacle for the sun, 

5 Which is as a bridegroom coming out of his chamber, and rejoiceth as a 
strong man to run a race. 
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6 His going forth is from the end of the heaven, and his circuit unto the 
ends of it : and there is nothing hid from the heat thereof. 

7 The law of the Lord is perfect, converting the soul : the testimony of the 
Lord is sure, making wise the simple. 

8 The statutes of the Lord are right, rejoicing the heart : the commandment 
of the Lord is pure, enlightening the eyes. 

9 The fear of the Lord is clean^ enduring for ever : the judgments of the 
Lord are true and righteous altogether. 

10 More to be desired are they than gold, yea, than much fine gold : sweeter 
also than honey and the honeycomb. 

1 1 Moreover by them is thy servant warned : and in keeping of them there is 
great reward. 

12 Who can understand his errors? cleanse thou me from s^cxei faults. 

13 Keep back thy servant also from presumptuous sins; let them not have 
dominion over me : then shall I be upright, and I shall be innocent from the 
great transgression. 

14 Let the words of my mouth, and the meditation of my heart, be accept- 
able in thy sight, O Lord, my strength, and my redeemer. 

PSALM XCVII. 

1 The Lord reigneth ; let the earth rejoice ; let the multitude of isles be 
glad thereof 

2 Clouds and darkness are round about him : righteousness and judgment 
are the habitation of his throne. 

3 A fire goeth before him, and burneth up his enemies round about 

4 His lightnings enlightened the world : the earth saw, and trembled. 

5 The hills melted like wax at the presence of the Lord, at the presence of 
the Lord of the whole earth. 

6 The heavens declare his righteousness, and all the people see his glory. 

7 Confounded be all they that serve graven images, that boast themselves of 
idols : worship him, all ye gods. 

8 Zion heard, and was glad ; and the daughters of Judah rejoiced because 
of thy judgments, O Lord. 

9 For thou, Lord, art high above all the earth : thou art exalted far above 
all gods. 

10 Ye that love the Lord, hate evil : he preserveth the souls of the saints ; 
he delivereth them out of the hand of the wicked. 

11 Light is sown for the righteous, and gladness for the upright in heart. 

12 Rejoice in the Lord, ye righteous ; and give thanks at the remembrance 
of his holiness.

PSALM XXI I I. 

1 The Lord is my shepherd ; I shall not want. 

2 He maketh me to lie down in green pastures : he leadeth me beside the 
still waters. 

3 He restoreth my soul : he leadeth me in the paths of righteousness for his 
name's sake. 

4 Yea, though I walk through the valley of the shadow of death, I will fear 
no evil : for thou art with me ; thy rod and thy staff they comfort me. 

5 Thou preparest a table before me in the presence of mine enemies : thou 
anointest my head with oil ; my cup runneth over. 

6 Surely goodness and mercy shall follow me all the days of my life : and I 
will dwell in the house of the Lord for ever. 

PSALM XXIV. 

1 The earth is the Lord's, and the fulness thereof; the world, and they 
that dwell therein. 

2 For he hath founded it upon the seas, and established it upon the floods. 

3 Who shall ascend into the hill of the Lord ? or who shall stand in his 
holy place ? 

4 He that hath clean hands, and a pure heart ; who hath not lifted up his 
soul unto vanity, nor sworn deceitfully. 

5 He shall receive the blessing from the Lord, and righteousness from the 
God of his salvation. 

6 This is the generation of them that seek him, that seek thy face, O 
Jacob. 

7 Lift up your heads, O ye gates ; and be ye lifted up, ye everlasting doors ; 
and the King of glory shall come in. 

8 Who is this King of glory ? The Lord strong and mighty, the Lord 
mighty in battle. 

9 Lift up your heads, O ye gates ; even lift tA^m up, ye everlasting doors ; 
and the King of glory shall come in. 

10 Who is this King of glory ? The Lord of hosts, he is the King of glory. 

PSALM XXVI I. 

1 The Lord is my light and my salvation ; whom shall I fear ? the Lord is 
the strength of my life ; of whom shall I be afraid ? 

2 When the wicked, evm mine enemies and my foes, came upon me to eat up 
my flesh, they stumbled and fell. 

3 Though a host should encamp against me, my heart shall not fear : though 
war should rise against me, in this wi// 1 6e confident 
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4 One Mng have I desired of the Lord, that will I seek after ; that I may 
dwell in the house of the Lord all the days of my life, to behold the beauty of 
the Lord, and to inquire in his temple. 

5 For in the time of trouble he shall hide me in his pavilion : in the secret 
of his tabernacle shall he hide me : he shall set me up upon arock. 

6 And now shall mine head be lifted up above mine enemies round about 
me : therefore will I offer in his tabernacle sacrifices of joy; I will sing, yea, I 
will sing praises unto the Lord. 

7 Hear, O Lord, w/i^ I cry with my voice : have mercy also upjon me, and 
answer me* • - 

8 JVA^ thou saidst. Seek ye my face ; my heart said unto thee, Thy face. 
Lord, will I seek. 

9 Hide not thy face far from me ; put not thy servant away in anger : thou 
hast been my help ; leave me not, neither forsake me, O God of my salvation. 

10 When my father and my mother forsake me, then the Lord will take, 
me up. 

1 1 Teach me thy way, O Lord, and lead me in a plain path, because of mine 
enemies. 

12 Deliver me not over unto the will of mine enemies : for false witnesses 
afe risen iip against me, and such as breathe out cruelty. 

13 I had faintedy unless I had believed to see the goodness of the Lord in 
the land of the living. 

14 Wait on the Lord : be of good courage, and he shall strengthen thine 
heart : wait, I say, on the Lorp.

PSALJM XVI. 

1 Preserve me, O God : for in thee do I put my trust. 

2 O my souly thou hast said unto the LOrd, Thou art my Lord : my goodness 
extendeth not to thee ; 

3 But to the saints that are in the earth, and to the excellent, in whom is all 
my delight. 

4 The\r sorrows shall be multiplied /i^l/ hasten qfter another ^i/.* their drink 
offerings of blood will I not offer, nor take up their names into my lips. 

5 The Lord is the portion of mine inheritance and of my cup : thou main- 
tainest my lot. 

6 The lines ate fiill^n unto me in pleasant //<i^j; yea, I have a goodly 
heritage. 

7 I will bless the Lord, who hath given me counsel : my reins also instruct 
me in the night seasons. 

8 I have set the Lord always before me : because A^ tr at my right hand, I 
shall not be moved. 
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9 Therefore my heart is glad^ and my glory rejoiceth : my flesh also shall rest 
in hope. 

10 For thou wilt not leave my soul in hell; neither wilt thou suffer thine 
Holy One to see corruption. 

11 Thou wilt shew me the path of life: in thy presence is fulness of joy; 
at thy right hand M^r^ are pleasures for evermore. 

PSALM XXX IV. 

1 I WILL bless the Lord at all times : his praise sJka// continually ^ in my 
mouth. 

2 My soul shall make her boast in the Lord : the humble shall hear thereof^ 
and be glad. 

3 O magnify the Lord with me, and let us exalt his name together. 

4 I sought the Lord, and he heard me, and delivered me from all my fears. 

5 They looked unto him, and were lightened : and their faces were not 
ashamed. 

6 This poor man cried, and the Lord heard him^ and saved him out of all 
his troubles. 

7 The angel of the Lord encampeth round about them that fear him, and 
delivereth them. 

8 O taste and see that the Lord is good : blessed is the man that trusteth 
in him. 

9 O fear the Lord, ye his saints : for there is no want to them that fear him. 

10 The young lions do lack, and suffer hunger : but they that seek the Lord 
shall not want any good thing, 

1 1 Come, ye children, hearken unto me : I will teach you the fear of the 
Lord. 

12 What man is he that desireth life, and loveth many days, that he may se^ 
good ? 

13 Keep thy tongue from evil, and thy lips from speaking guile. 

14 Depart from evil, and do good ; seek peace, and pursue it. 

15 The eyes of the Lord are upon the righteous, and his ears are open unto 
their cry. 

16 The face of the Lord is against them that do evil, to cut off the remem- 
brance of them from the earth. 

17 The righteous cry, and the Lord heareth, and delivereth them out of all 
their troubles. 

18 The Lord is nigh unto them that are of a broken heart; and saveth such 
as be of a contrite spirit. 

19 Many are the afflictions of the righteous : but the Lord delivereth him 
out of them all. 

20 He keepeth all his bones : not one of them is broken. 

21 Evil shall slay the wicked : and they that hate the righteous shall be 
desolate. 
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22 The Lord redeemeth the soul of his servants : and none of them that 
trust in him shall be desolate. 



iLe00on 5. 

PSALM XXXVI I. 

1 Fret not thyself because of evil doers, neither be thou envious against the 
workers of iniquity. 

2 For they shall' soon be cut down like the grass, and wither as the green 
herb. 

3 Trust in the Lord, and do good ; so shalt thou dwell in the land, and verily 
thou shalt be fed. 

4 Delight thyself also in the Lord ; and he shall give thee the desires of 
thine heart. 

5 Commit thy way unto the Lord ; trust also in him ; and he shall bring // 
to pass. 

6 And he shall bring forth thy righteousness as the light, and thy judgment 
as the noonday. 

7 Rest in the Lord, and wait patiently for him : fret not thyself because of 
him who prospereth in his way, because of the man who bringeth wicked devices 
to pass. 

8 Cease from anger, and forsake wrath : fret not thyself in any wise to 
do evil. 

9 For evil doers shall be cut off: but those that wait upon the Lord, they 
shall inherit the earth. 

10 For yet a little while, and the wicked shall not be: yea, thou shalt dili- 
gently consider his place, and it shall not be. 



27 Depart from evil, and do good ; and dwell for evermore. 

28 For the Lord loveth judgment, and forsaketh not his saints; they are 
preserved for ever : but the seed of the wicked shall be cut off. 

29 The righteous shall inherit the land, and dwell therein for ever. 

30 The mouth of the righteous speaketh wisdom, and his tongue talketh of 
judgment. 

31 The law of his God is in his heart ; none of his steps shall slide. 

32 The wicked watcheth the righteous, and seeketh to slay him. 

33 The Lord will not leave him in his hand, nor condemn him when he is 
judged. 

34 Wait on the Lord, and keep his way, and he shall exalt thee to inherit 
the land ; when the wicked are cut off, thou shalt see it 

35 I have seen the wicked in great power, and spreading himself like a green 
bay tree. 
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36 Yet he passed away, and, lo, he was not : yea, I sought him, but he could 
not be found. 

37 Mark the perfect mofij and behold the upright : for the end oi that man is 
peace. 

38 But the transgressors shall be destroyed together : the end of the wicked 
shall be cut off. 

39 But the salvation of the righteous is of the LfORD : he is their strength in 
the time of trouble. 

40 And the Lord shall help them, and deliver them : he shall deliver them 
froin the wicked, and save them, because they trust in him.

PSALMXLII. 

1 As the hart panteth after the water brooks, so panteth my soul after thee, 
O God. 

2 My soul thirsteth for God, for the living God : when shall I come and ap- 
pear before God ? 

3 My tears have been my meat day and night, while they continually say 
unto me, Where is thy God ? 

4 When I remember these things^ I pour out ,my soul in me : for I had gone 
with the multitude, I went with them to the house of God, with the voice of joy 
and praise, with a multitude that kept holyday. 

5 Why art thou cast down, O my soul ? and why art thou disquieted in me ? 
hope thou in God : for I shall yet praise Yixm for the help of his countenance.

9 I will say unto God my rock, Why hast thou forgotten me ? why go I 
mourning because of the oppression of the enemy? 

10 As with a sword in my bones, mine enemies reproach me ; while they say 
daily unto me, Where is thy God ? 

1 1 Why art thou cast down, O my soul ? and why art thou disquieted within 
me ? hope thou in God : for I shall yet praise him, who is the health of my coun- 
tenance, and my God. 

PSALM XLVI. 

1 God is our refiige and strength, a very present help in trouble. 

2 Therefore will not we fear, though the earth be removed, and though the 
mountains be carried into the midst of the sea ; 
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3 Though the waters thereof roar and be troubled, though the mountains 
shake with the swelling thereof. 

4 There is a river, the streams whereof shall make glad the city of God, the 
holy p/ace of the tabernacles of the Most High.

4 For, lo, the kings were assembled, they passed by together. 

5 They saw i/, and so they marvelled ; they were troubled, and hasted away. 

6 Fear took hold upon them there, and pain, as of a woman in travail. 

7 Thou breakest the ships of Tarshish with an east wind. 

8 As we have heard, so have we seen in the city of the Lord of hosts, in the 
city of our God : God will establish it for ever. Selah. 

9 We have thought of thy lovingkindness, O God, in the midst of thy temple. 

10 According to thy name, O God, so is thy praise unto the ends of the 
earth : thy right hand is full of righteousness. 

1 1 Let mount Zion rejoice, let the daughters of Judah be glad, because of 
thy judgments. 

12 Walk about Zion, and go round about her : tell the towers thereof. 

13 Mark ye well her bulwarks, consider her palaces ; that ye may tell it to 
the generation following. 

14 For this God is our God for ever and ever : he will be our guide even unto 
death.

PSALM LI. 

1 Have mercy upon me, O God, according to thy lovingkindness ; according 
unto the multitude of thy tender mercies blot out my transgressions. 

2 Wash me thoroughly from mine iniquity, and cleanse me from my sin. 

3 For I acknowledge my transgressions : and my sin is ever before me. 

4 Against thee, thee only, have I sinned, and done tAis evil in thy sight ; that 
thou mightest be justified when thou speakest, and be clear when thou judgest. 

5 Behold, I was shapen in iniquity ; and in sin did my mother conceive me. 

6 Behold, thou desirest truth in the inward parts : and in the hidden /ar/ thou 
shalt make me to know wisdom. 

7 Purge me with hyssop, and I shall be clean : wash me, and I shall be whiter 
than snow. 

8 Make me to hear joy and gladness ; ^f the bones wAick thou bast broken 
may rejoice. 

9 Hide thy face from my sins, and blot out all mine iniquities. 

10 Create in me a clean heart, O God : and renew a right spirit within me. 

11 Cast me not away from thy presence ; and take not thy Holy Spirit from 
me, 

12 Restore unto me the joy of thy salvation ; and uphold me tai/A tAy free 
Spirit 

13 Hien will I teach transgressors thy ways ; and sinners shall be converted 
unto thee. 

14 Deliver me from bloodguiltiness, O God, thou God of my salvation : and 
my tongue shall sing aloud of thy righteousness. 

15 O Lord, open thou my lips ; and my mouth shall shew forth thy praise. 

16 For thou desirest not sacrifice ; else would I give it : thou delightest not 
in burnt offering. 

17 The sacrifices of God are a broken spirit : a broken and a contrite heart, 
O God, thou wilt not despise. 

18 Do good in thy good pleasure unto Zion : build thou the walls of Jerusalem. 

19 Then shalt thou be pleased with the sacrifices of righteousness, with burnt 
offering and whole burnt offering : then shall they offer bullocks upon thine altar. 

PSALM CXXX. 

1 Out of the depths have I cried unto thee, O Lord. 

2 Lord, hear my voice : let thine ears be attentive to the voice of my suppli- 
cations. 

3 If thou Lord, shouldest mark iniquities, O Lord, who shall stand ? 

4 But tAere is forgiveness with thee, that thou mayest be feared. 

5 I wait for the Lord, my soul doth wait, and in his word do I hope. 
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6 My soul waiteth for the Lord more than they that watch for the morning : I 
say, more than they that watch for the morning. 

7 Let Israel hope in the Lord : for with the Lord there is mercy, and with him 
is plenteous redemption. 

. 8 And he shall redeem Israel from all his iniquities. 



lesson 8. 

PSALM LXV. 

1 Praise waiteth for thee, O God, in Zion : and unto thee shall the vow be 
performed. 

2 O thou that hearest prayer, unto thee shall all flesh come. 

3 Iniquities prevail against me : as for our transgressions, thou shalt purge 
them away. 

4 Blessed is the man wham thou choosest, and causest to approach unto thee^ 
that he may dwell in thy courts : we shall be satisfied with the goodness of thy 
house, even of thy holy temple. 

5 By terrible things in righteousness wilt thou answer us, O God of our salva- 
tion ; who art the confidence of all the ends of the earth, and of them that are 
afar off upofi the sea : 

6 Which by his strength setteth fast the mountains ; being girded with power : 

7 Which stilleth the noise of the seas, the noise of their waves, and the 
tumult of the people. 

8 They also that dwell in the uttermost parts are afraid at thy tokens : thou 
makest the outgoings of the morning and evening to rejoice. 

9 Thou visitest the earth, and waterest it : thou greatly enrichest it with the 
river of God, which is full of water: thou preparest them corn, when thou hast so 
provided for it. 

10 Thou waterest the ridges thereof abundantly : thou settlest the furrows 
thereof : thou makest it soft with showers : thou blessest the springing thereof. 

1 1 Thou crownest the year with thy goodness ; and thy paths drop fatness. 

12 The pastures are clothed with flocks; the valleys also are covered over 
with com ; they shout for joy, they also sing. 

PSALM LXVII. 

1 God be merciful unto us, and bless us ; and cause his face to shine upon 
us ; 

2 That thy way may be known upon earth, thy saving health among all 
nations. 

3 Let the people praise thee, O God ; let all the people praise thee. 

4 O let the nations be glad and sing for joy : for thou shalt judge the people 
righteously, and govern the nations upon earth. 

5 Let the people praise thee, O God ; let all the people praise thee. 
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6 T^fn shall the earth yield her increase ; and God, evm our own God, shall 
bless us. 

7 God shall bless us ; and all the ends of the earth shall fear him. 

PSALM C. 

I Make a joyful noise unto the Lord, all ye lands. 

s Serve the Lord with gladness : come before his presence with singing. 

3 Know ye that the Lord he is God : it is he that hath made us, and not we 
ourselves ; we are his people; and the sheep of his pasture. 

4 Enter into hisigates with thanksgivings and into his courts with praise : be 
thankful unto him, and bless his name. 

5 For the Lord is good ; his mercy is everlasting ; and his truth endureth to 
all generations. 



lesson 9. 

PSALM LXXII. 

1 Give the king thy judgments, O God, and thy righteousness unto the 
king's son. 

2 He shall judge thy people with righteousness, and thy poor with judg- 
ment. 

3 The mountains shall bring peace to the people, and the little hills, by 
righteousness. 

4 He shall judge the poor of the people, he shall save the children of the 
needy, and shall break in pieces the oppressor. 

5 They shall fear thee as long as the sun and moon endure, throughout all 
generations. 

6 He shall come down like rain upon the mown grass : as showers that water 
the earth. 

7 In his days shall the righteous flourish ; and abundance of peace so long 
as the moon endureth. 

8, He shall have dominion also from sea to sea, and from the river unto the 
ends of the earth. 

9 They that dwell in the wilderness shall bow before him ; and his enemies 
shall lick the dust 

10 The kings of Tarshish and of the isles shall bring presents: the kings of 
Sheba and Seba shall offer gifts. 

1 1 Yea, all kings shall fall down before him : all nations shall serve him. 

12 For he shall deliver the needy when he crieth ; the poor also, and him 
that hath no helper. 

13 He shall spare the poor and needy, and shall save the souls of the needy. 

14 He shall redeem their souls from deceit and violence: and precious shall 
their blood be in his sight 
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15 And he shall live, and to him shall be given of the gold of Sheba: prayer 
also shall be made for him continually ; and daily shall he be praised. 

16 There shall be a handful of corn in the earth upon the top of the mount- 
ains ; the fruit thereof shall shake like Lebanon : and they of the city shall flour- 
ish like grass of the earth. 

1 7 His name shall endure for ever : his name shall be continued as long as 
the sun : and men shall be blessed in him : all nations shall call him blessed. 

18 Blessed be the Lord God, the God of Israel, who only doeth wondrous 
things. 

19 And blessed be his glorious name for ever: and let the whole earth be 
filled with his glory. Amen, and Amen. • 

PSALM XC VI II. 

1 O SING unto the Lord a new song ; for he hath done marvellous things : 
his right hand, and his holy arm, hath gotten him the victory. 

2 The Lord hath made known his salvation: his righteousness hath he 
openly shewed in the sight of the heathen. 

3 He hath remembered his mercy and his truth toward the house of Israel : 
all the ends of the earth have seen the salvation of our God. 

4 Make a joyful noise unto the Lord, all the earth : make a loud noise, and 
rejoice, and sing praise. 

5 Sing unto the Lord with the harp ; with the harp, and the voice of a 
psalm. 

6 With trumpets and sound of comet make a joyful noise before the Lord, 
the King. 

7 Let the sea roar, and the fulness thereof; the world, and they that dwell 
therein. 

8 Let the floods clap their hands : let the hills be joyful together 

9 Before the Lord ; for he cometh to judge the earth : with righteousness 
shall he judge the world, and the people with equity. 



iLe00on 10. 

PSA LM LXXX. 

1 Give ear, O Shepherd of Israel, thou that leadest Joseph like a flock ; 
thou that dwellest between the cherubim, shine forth. 

2 Before Ephraim and Benjamin and Manasseh stir up thy strength, and 
come and save us. 

3 Turn us again, O God, and cause thy face to shine ; and we shall be saved. 

4 O Lord God of hosts, how long wilt thou be angry ag^ainst the prayer of 
thy people ? 

5 Thou feedest them with the bread of tears ; and givest them tears to drink 
in great measure. 
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6 Thou makest us a strife unto our neighbours: and our enemies laugh 
among themselves. 

7 Turn us again, O God of hosts, and cause thy face to shine ; and we shall 
be saved. 

8 Thou hast brought a vine out of Egypt : thou hast cast out the heathen, 
and planted it. 

9 Thou preparedst roam before it, and didst cause it to take deep root, and 
it filled the land. 

10 The hills were covered with the shadow of it, and the boughs thereof 
tvere like the goodly cedars. 

11 She sent out her boughs unto the sea, and her branches unto the river. 

12 Why hast thou then broken down her hedges, so that all they which pass 
by the way do pluck her } 

13 The boar out of the wood doth waste it, and the wild beast of the field 
doth devour it. 

14 Return, we beseech thee, O God of hosts : look down from heaven, and 
behold, and visit this vine ; 

15 And the vine3'ard which thy right hand hath planted, and the branch that 
thou madest strong for thyself. 

16 It is burned with fire, // is cut down : they perish at the rebuke of thy 
countenance. 

1 7 Let thy hand be upon the man of thy right hand, upon the son of man 
whom thou madest strong for thyself. 

18 So will not we go back from thee : quicken us, and we will call upon thy 
name. 

19 Turn us again, O Lord God of hosts, cause thy face to shine ; and we 
shall be saved. 

PSALM CXX V. 

1 They that trust in the Lord shall be zs mount Zion, which cannot be re- 
moved, but abideth for ever. 

2 As the mountains are round about Jerusalem, so the Lord is round about 
his people from henceforth even for ever. 

3 For the rod of the wicked shall not rest upon the lot of the righteous j lest 
the righteous put forth their hands unto iniquity. 

4 Do good, O Lord, unto those that be good, and to them that are upright in 
their hearts. 

5 As for such as turn aside unto their crooked ways, the Lord shall lead 
them forth with the workers of iniquity : but peace shall be upon Israel. 

PSA LM C XXVI. 

1 When the Lord turned again the captivity of Zion, we were like them, 
that dream. 

2 Then was our mouth filled with laughter, and our tongue with singing: 
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then said they among the heathen, The Lord hath done great things for 
them. 

3 The Lord hath done great things for us ; whereof we are glad. 

4 Turn again our captivity, O Lord, as the streams in the south. 

5 They that sow in tears shall reap in joy. 

6 He that goeth forth and weepeth, bearing precious seed, shall doubtless 
come again with rejoicing, bringing his sheaves with him. 



lesson 11. 

PSALM XC. 

1 Lord, thou hast been our dwelling-place in all generations. 

2 Before the mountains were brought forth, or ever thou hadst formed the 
earth and the world, even from everlasting to everlasting, thou art God. 

3 Thou turnest man to destruction ; and sayest. Return, ye children of men. 

4 For a thousand years in thy sight are but as yesterday when it is past, and 
as a watch in the night. 

5 Thou carriest them away as with a flood ; they are as a sleep : in the morn- 
ing they are like grass which groweth up. 

6 In the morning it flourisheth, and groweth up ; in the evening it is cut down, 
and withereth. 

7 For we are consumed by thine anger, and by thy wrath are we troubled. 

8 Thou hast set our iniquities before thee, our secret sins in the light of thy 
countenance. 

9 For all our days are passed away in thy wrath : we spend our years as a 
tale that is told. 

10 The days of our years are threescore years and ten ; and if by reason of 
strength they be fourscore years, yet is their strength labour and sorrow ; for it is 
soon cut off, and we fly away. 

11 Who knoweth the power of thine anger ? even according to thy fear, so is 
thy wrath. 

12 So teach us to number our days, that we may apply our hearts unto wis- 
dom. 

13 Return, O Lord, how long? and let it repent thee concerning thy ser- 
vants. 

14 O satisfy us early with thy mercy ; that we may rejoice and be glad all our 
days. 

15 Make us glad according to the days wherein thou hast afllicted us, and the 
the years wherein we have seen evil. 

16 Let thy work appear unto thy servants, and thy glory unto their children. 

1 7 And let the beauty of the Lord our God be upon us : and establish thou 
the work of our hands upon us ; yea, the work of our hands establish thou it

PSALM XCI. 



1 He that dwelleth in the secret place of the Most High shall abide under 
the shadow of the Almighty. 

2 I will say of the Lord, He is my refuge and my fortress : my God ; in 
him will I trust 

3 Surely he shall deliver thee from the snare of the fowler^ and from the 
noisome pestilence. 

4 He shall cover thee with his feathers, and under his wings shalt thou trust : 
his truth shcUl be thy shield and buckler. 

5 Thou shalt not be afraid for the terror by night ; nor for the arrow that 
flieth by day ; 

6 Nor for the pestilence that walketh in darkness ; nor for the destruction 
thizt wasteth at noonday. 

7 A thousand shall fall at thy side, and ten thousand at thy right hand ; but 
it shall not come nigh thee. 

8 Only with thine eyes shalt thou behold and see the reward of the wicked. 

9 Because thou hast made the Lord, which is my refuge, even the Most High, 
thy habitation ; 

10 There shall no evil befall thee, neither shall any plague come nigh thy 
dwelling. 

1 1 For he shall give his angels charge over thee, to keep thee in all thy ways. 

12 They shall bear thee up in their hands, lest thou dash thy foot against a 
stone. 

13 Thou shalt tread upon the lion and adder : the young lion and the dragon 
shalt thou trample under feet 

14 Because he hath set his love upon me, therefore will I deliver him : I will 
set him on high, because he hath known my name. 

15 He shall call upon me, and I will answer him : I wi// be with him in 
trouble ; I will deliver him, and honour him. 

16 With long life will I satisfy him, and shew him my salvation. 



ILe00on 12. 

PSALM cm. 

1 Bless the Lord, O my soul : and all that is within me, bUss his holy name. 

2 Bless the Lord, O my soul, and forget not all his benefits : 

3 Who forgiveth all thine iniquities ; who healeth all thy diseases ; 

4 Who redeemeth thy life from destruction ; who crowneth thee with loving- 
kindness and tender mercies ; 

5 Who satisfieth thy mouth with good things; so that thy youth is renewed 
like the eagle's. 

6 The Lord executeth righteousness and judgment for all that are oppressed, 

7 He made known his ways unto Moses, his acts unto the children of Israel. 
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8 The Lord is merciful and gracious, slow to anger, and plenteous in mercy. 

9 He will not always chide : neither will he keep his anger for ever. 

10 He hath not dealt with us after our sins ; nor rewarded us according to 
our iniquities. 

1 1 For as the heaven is high above the earth, so great is his mercy toward 
them that fear him. 

12 As far as the east is from the west, so far hath he removed our transgres* 
sions from us. 

13 Like as a father pitieth his children, so the Lord pitieth them that fear 
him. 

14 For he knoweth our frame ; he remembereth tliat we an dust. 

15 As for man, his days are as grass : as a flower of the field, so he flour- 
isheth. 

16 For the wind passeth over it, and it is gone ; and the place thereof shall 
know it no more. 

17 But the mercy of the Lord is from everlasting to everlasting upon them 
that fear him, and his righteousness unto children's children ; 

18 To such as keep his covenant, and to those that remember his command- 
ments to do them. 

19 The Lord hath prepared his throne in the heavens ; and his kingdom 
ruleth over all. 

20 Bless the Lord, ye his angels, that excel in strength, that do his com- 
mandments, hearkening unto the voice of his word. 

2 1 Bless ye the Lord, all ye his hosts ; ye ministers of his, that do his 
pleasure. 

22 Bless the Lord, all his works in all places of his dominion : bless the 
Lord, O my soul. 

PSALM CX VI I. 

1 O praise the Lord, all ye nations : praise him, all ye people. 

2 For his merciful kindness is great toward us : and the truth of the Lord 
endureth for ever. Praise ye the Lord. 



Heisson 13. 

PSALM CIV. 

1 Bless the Lord, O my soul. O Lord my God, thou art very great ; thou 
art clothed with honour and majesty : 

2 Who coverest thyself ^\^ light as with a garment : who stretchest out the 
heavens like a curtain : 

3 Who layeth the beams of his chambers in the waters : who maketh the 
clouds his chariot : who walketh upon the wings of the wind : 

4 Who maketh his angels spirits ; his ministers a flaming fire : 
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5 Who laid the foundations of the earth, that it should not be removed for 
ever. 

6 Thou coveredst it with the deep as with a garment : the waters stood 
above* the mountains. 

7 At thy rebuke they fled ; at the voice of thy thunder they hasted away. 

8 They go up by the mountains ; they go down by the valleys unto the place 
which thou hast founded for them. 

9 Thou hast set a bound that they may not pass over ; that they turn not 
again to cover the earth. 

10 He sendeth the springs into the valleys, which run among the hills. 

1 1 They give drink to every beast of the field : the wild asses quench their 
thirst. 

12 By them shall the fowls of the heaven have their habitation, which sing 
among the branches. 

13 He watereth the hills from his chambers : the earth is satisfied with the 
fruit of thy works. 

14 He cause th the grass to grow for the cattle, and herb for the service of 
man : that he may bring forth food out of the earth ; 

15 And wine that maketh glad the heart of man, and oil to make his face to 
shine, and bread which strengtheneth man's heart. 

. 16 The trees of the Lord are full 0/ sap; the cedars of Lebanon, which he 
hath planted ; 

17 Where the birds make their nests : as for the stork, the fir trees are her 
house. 

18 The high hills are a refuge for the wild goats ; and the rocks for the 

conies. 

19 He appointed the moon for seasons : the sun knoweth his going down. 

20 Thou makes t darkness, and it is night : wherein all the beasts of the 
forest do creep forth, 

21 The young lions roar after their prey, and seek their meat from God. 

22 The sun ariseth, they gather themselves together, and lay them down in 
their dens. 

23 Man goeth forth unto his work and to his labour until the evening. 

24 O Lord, how manifold are thy works ! in wisdom hast thou made them 
all : the earth is full of thy riches. 

25 So is this great and wide sea, wherein are things creeping innumerable, 
both small and great beasts. 

26 There go the ships : there is that leviathan, whom thou hast made to play 
therein. 

27 These wait all upon thee ; that thou mayest give them their meat in due 
season. 

28 That thou givest them they gather : thou openest thine hand, they are 
filled with good. 

29 Thou hidest thy face, they are troubled : thou takest away their breath, 
they die, and return to their dust. 
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30 Thou sendest forth thy spirit, they are created : and thou renewest the 
face of the earth. 

31 The glory of the Lord shall endure for ever : the Lord shall rejoice in 
his works. 

32 He looketh on the earth, and it trembleth : he toucheth the hills, and they 
smoke. 

33 I will sing unto the Lord as long as I live : I will sing praise to ray God 
while I have my being. 

34 My meditation of him shall be sweet : I will be glad in the Lord. 

35 Let the sinners be consumed out of the earth, and let#the wicked be do 
more. Bless thou the Lord, O my soul. Praise ye the Lord. 



ILe00on 14:. 

PSALM CVII. 

1 O GIVE thanks unto the Lord, for he is good : for his mercy endureth for 
ever. 

2 Let the redeemed of the Lord say so^ whom he hath redeemed from the 
hand of the enemy ; 

3 And gathered them out of the lands, from the east, and from the west, from 
the north, and from the south. 

4 They wandered in the wilderness in a solitary way ; they found no city to 
dwell in. 

5 Hungry and thirsty, their soul fainted in them. 

6 Then they cried unto the Lord in their trouble, and he delivered them out 
of their distresses. 

7 And he led them forth by the right way, that they might go to a city of 
habitation. 

8 Oh that men would praise the Lord /or his goodness, sind /or his wonderful 
works to the children of men ! 

9 For he satisfieth the longing soul, and Rlleth the hungry soul with goodness. 
IP Such as sit in darkness and in the shadow of death, Mn^ bound in afflic- 
tion and iron ; 

1 1 Because they rebelled against the words of God, and contemned the coun- 
sel of the Most High : 

12 Therefore he brought down their heart with labour; tliey fell down, and 
fAere was none to help. 

13 Then they cried unto the Lord in their trouble, and he saved them out of 
their distresses. 

14 He brought them out of darkness and the shadow of death, and brake 
their bands in sunder. 

15 Oh that men would praise the LoRD/^r his goodness, and /or his wonder- 
ful works to the children of men I 
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16 For he hath broken the gates of brass, and cut the bars of iron in sun- 
der. 

1 7 Fools, because of their transgression, and because of their iniquities, are 
afflicted. 

18 Their soul abhorreth all manner of meat ; and they draw near unto the 
gates of death. 

19 Then they cry unto the Lord in their trouble, and he saveth them out of 
their distresses. 

20 He sent his word, and healed them, and delivered them from their destruc- 
tions. 

21 Oh that men would praise the l^yKQfor his goodness, and/^r his wonder- 
ful works to the children of men I 

22 And let them sacrifice the sacrifices of thanksgiving, and declare his works 
with rejoicing. 

23 They that go down to the sea in ships, that do business in great waters ; 

24 These see the works of the Lord, and his wonders in the deep. 

25 For he commandeth, and raiseth the stormy wind, which lifteth up the 
waves thereof. 

26 They mount up to the heaven, they go down again to the depths : their 
soul is melted because of trouble. 

27 They reel to and fro, and stagger like a drunken man, and are at their 
wit's end. 

28 Then they cry unto the Lord in their trouble, and he bringeth them out 
of their distresses. 

29 He maketh the storm a calm, so that the waves thereof are still. 

30 Then are they glad because they be quiet : so he bringeth them unto their 
desired haven. 

31 Oh that men would praise the Lord ^r his goodness^ and^r his wonder- 
ful works to the children of men ! 

32 Let them exalt him also in the congregation of the people, and praise him 
in the assembly of the elders. 

33 He turneth rivers into a wilderness, and the watersprings into dry ground ; 

34 A fruitful land into barrenness, for the wickedness of them that dwell 
therein. 

35 He turneth the wilderness into a , standing water, and dry ground into 
watersprings. 

36 And there he maketh the hungry to dwell, that they may prepare a city 
for habitation ; 

37 And sow the fields, and plant vineyards, which may yield fruits of increase. 

38 He blesseth them also, so that they multiplied greatly ; and suffereth not 
their cattle to decrease. 

39 Again, they are minished and brought low through oppression, affliction, 
and sorrow. 

40 He poureth contempt upon princes, and causeth them to wander in the 
wilderness, where there is no way. 
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41 Yet setteth he the poor on high from affliction, and maketh him families 
like a flock. 

42 The righteous shall see iV, and rejoice : and all iniquity shall stop her 
mouth. 

43 Whoso is wise, and all observe these things^ even they shall understand the 
loving-kindness of the Lord. 



lesson 15. 

PSALM CXIII. 

1 Praise ye the Lord. Praise, O ye servants of the Lord, praise the name 
of the Lord. 

2 Blessed be the name of the Lord from this time forth and for evermore. 

3 From the rising of the sun unto the going down of the same the Lord^s 
name is to be praised. 

4 The Lord is high above all nations, and his glory above the heavens. 

5 Who is like unto the Lord our God, who dwelleth on high, 

6 Who humbleth himself to behold the things that are in heaven, and in the 
earth ! 

7 He raiseth up the poor out of the dust, and lifteth the needy out of the 
dunghill ; 

8 That he may set him with princes, even with the princes of his people. 

9 He maketh the barren woman to keep house, and to be a joyful mother of 
children. Praise ye the Lord. 

PSALM CXI V. 

1 When Israel went out of Egypt, the house of Jacob from a people of strange 
language ; 

2 Judah was his sanctuary, and Israel his dominion.

4 The mountains skipped like rams, and the little hills like lambs. 

5 What ailed thee, O thou sea, that thou fleddest ? thou Jordan, that thou 
wast driven back ? 

6 Ye mountains, that ye skipped like rams ; and ye little hills, like lambs ? 

7 Tremble, thou earth, at the presence of the Lord, at the presence of the 
God of Jacob. 

8 Which turned the rock into a standing water, the flint into a fountain of 
waters. 

PSALM CX V. 

1 Not unto us, O Lord, not unto us, but unto thy name give glory, for thy 
mercy, and for thy truth's sake. 

2 Wherefore should the heathen say. Where is now their God ? 
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3 But our God is in the heavens : he hath done whatsoever he hath pleased. 

4 Their idols ar^ silver and gold, the work of men's hands. 

5 They have mouths, but they speak not : eyes have they, but they see not : 

6 They have ears, but they hear not : noses have they, but they smell not : 

7 They have hands, but they handle not : feet have they, but they walk not : 
neither speak they through their throat 

8 They that make them are like unto them ; so is every one that trusteth in 
them. 

9 O Israel, trust thou in the Lord : he is their help and their shield. 

10 O house of Aaron, trust in the Lord : he is their help and their shield. 

1 1 Ye that fear the Lord, trust in the Lord : he is their help and their shield. 

12 The Lord hath been mindful of us: he will bless </^/ he will bless the 
house of Israel ; he will bless the house of Aaron. 

13 He will bless them that fear the Lord, dotA small and great 

14 The Lord shall increase you more and more, you and your children. 

15 Ye are blessed of the Lord which made heaven and earth. 

16 The heaven, €V^ the heavens, are the Lord's : but the earth hath he given 
to the children of men. 

17 The dead praise not the Lord, neither any that go down into silence. 

18 But we will bless the Lord from this time forth and for evermore. Praise 
the Lord.

2 As the mountains are round about Jerusalem, so the Lord is round about 
his people from henceforth even for ever. 

3 For the rod of the wicked shall not rest upon the lot of the righteous ; lest 
the righteous put forth their hands unto iniquity. 

4 Do good, O Lord, unto those that be good, and to t?iem that are upright in 
their hearts. 

5 As for such as turn aside unto their crooked ways, the Lord shall lead them 
forth with the workers of iniquity : but peace shall be upon Israel. 

PSALM CXXXI. 

1 Lord, my heart is not haughty, nor mine eyes lofty : neither do I exercise 
myself in great matters, or in things too high for me. 

2 Surely I have behaved and quieted myself^ as a child that is weaned of his 
mother : my soul is even as a weaned child. 

3 Let Israel hope in the Lord from henceforth and for ever. 

PSALM CXXXVIII. 

1 I WILL praise thee with my whole heart : before the gods will I sing praise 
unto thee. 

2 I will worship toward thy holy temple, and praise thy name for thy loving- 
kindness and for thy truth : for thou hast magnified thy word above all thy name. 

3 In the day when I cried thou answeredst me, and strengthenedst me with 
strength in my soul. 

4 All the kings of the earth shall praise thee, O Lord, when they hear the 
words of thy mouth. 

5 Yea, they shall sing in the ways of the Lord : for great is the glory of the 
Lord. 

6 Though the Lord be high, yet hath he respect unto the lowly : but the proud 
he knoweth afar oft 

7 Though I walk in the midst of trouble, thou wilt revive me : thou shalt 
stretch forth thy hand against the wrath of mine enemies, and thy right hand shall 
save me. 

8 The Lord will perfect that which concerneth me : thy mercy, O Lord, 
endureth for ever : forsake not the works of thine own hands.

PSALM CXXXIX. 

1 O Lord, thou hast searched me, and known me. 

2 Thou knowest my downsitting and mine uprising ; thou understandest my 
thought afar off. 

3 Thou compassest my path and my lying down, and art acquainted taUA all 
my ways. 

4 For /Aere is not sl word in my tongue, ^«/, lo, O Lord, thou knowest it alto- 
gether. 

5 Thou hast beset me behind and before, and laid thine hand upon me. 

6 SucA knowledge is too wonderful for me ; it is high, I cannot affain unto it. 

7 Whither shall I go from thy Spirit ? or whither shall I flee from thy pre- 
sence } 

8 If I ascend up into heaven, thou arf there : if I make my bed in hell, be- 
hold, thou art there, 

^ If I take the wings of the morning, and dwell in the uttermost parts of the 
sea; 

10 Even there shall thy hand lead me, and thy right hand shall hold me. 

1 1 If I say, Surely the darkness shall cover me ; even the night shall be 
light about me. 

12 Yea, the darkness hideth not from thee; but the night shineth as the day : 
the darkness and the light are both alike to thee, 

13 For thou hast possessed my reins : thou hast covered me in my mother's 
womb. 

14 I will praise thee ; for I am fearfully and wonderfully made ; marvellous 
are thy works ; and that my soul knoweth right well. 

15 My substance was not hid from thee, when I was made in secret, and 
curiously wrought in the lowest parts of the earth. 

16 Thine eyes did see my substance, yet being unperfect ; and in thy book 
all my members were written, which in continuance were fashioned, when as yet 
there was none of them. 

17 How precious also are thy thoughts unto me, O God! how great is the 
sum of them I 

18^1 should count them, they are more in number than the sand : when I 
awake, I am still with thee. 

19 Surely thou wilt slay the wicked, O God: depart from me therefore, 
ye bloody men. 

20 For they speak against thee wickedly, and thine enemies take thy name in 
vain. 

21 Do not I hate them, O Lord, that hate thee? and am not I grieved with 

those that rise up against thee ? 

22 I hate them with perfect hatred : I count them mine enemies. 
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23 Search me, O God, and know my heart : try me, and know my thoughts : 

24 And see if there be any wicked way in me, and lead me in the way ever- 
lasting.

PSALM CXLI.

In the way wherein I walked have they privily laid a snare for me.

13 For he hath strengthened the bars of thy gates ; he hath blessed thy chil- 
dren within thee. 

14 He maketh peace in thy borders, and filleth thee with the finest of the 
wheat. 

15 He sendeth forth his commandment upon earth : his word runneth very 
swiftly. 

16 He giveth snow like wool : he scattereth the hoar frost like ashes. 

17 He casteth forth his ice like morsels : who can stand before his cold ? 

18 He sendeth out his word, and melteth them : he causeth his wind to blow, 
and the waters flow. 

19 He sheweth his word unto Jacob, his statutes and his judgments unto 
Israel. 

20 He hath not dealt so with any nation : and as for his judgments, they have 
not known them. Praise ye the Lord. 
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PSALM CXLVIII. 

1 Praise ye the Lord. Praise ye the Lord from the heavens : praise him in 
the heights. 

2 Praise ye him, all his angels: praise ye him, all his hosts. 

3 Praise ye him, sun and moon : praise him, all ye stars of light 

4 Praise him, ye heavens of heavens, and ye waters that be above the 
heavens. 

5 Let them praise the name of the Lord : for he commanded, and they were 
created.

14 He also exalteth the horn of his people, the praise of all his saints ; even 
of the children of Israel, a people near unto him. Praise ye the Lord. 

PSALM CXLIX. 

1 Praise ye the Lord. Sing unto the Lord a new song, and his praise in 
the congregation of saints. 

2 Let Israel rejoice in him that made him : let the children of Zion be joyful 
in their King. 

3 Let them praise his name in the dance : let them sing praises unto him 
with the timbrel and harp. 

4 For the Lord taketh pleasure in his people : he will beautify the meek with 
salvation. 

5 Let the saints be joyful in glory : let them sing aloud upon their beds.

18 And all the people saw the thunderings, and the lightnings, and the noise 
of the trumpet, and the mountain smoking : and when the people saw //, they re- 
moved, and stood afar off. 

19 And they said unto Moses, Speak thou with us, and we will hear : but let 
not God speak with us, lest we die.

13 And suddenly there was with the angel a multitude of the heavenly host 
praising God, and saying, 

14 Glory to God in the highest, and on earth peace, good will toward men. 

15 And it came to pass, as the angels were gone away from them into heaven, 
the shepherds said one to another. Let us now go even unto Bethlehem, and see 
this thing which is come to pass, which the Lord hath made known unto us. 

16 And they came with haste, and found Mary and Joseph, and the babe 
lying in a manger. 

17 And when they had seen iiy they made known abroad the saying which was 
told them concerning this child. 

18 And all they that heard //wondered at those things which were told them 
by the shepherds. 

19 But Mary kept all these things, and pondered them in her heart. 

20 And the shepherds returned, glorifying and praising God for all the things 
that they had heard and seen, as it was told unto them. 



ILe&0on 25. 

H E B. I . 

1 God, who at sundry times and in divers manners spake in time past unto 
the fathers by the prophets, 

2 Hath in these last days spoken unto us by his Son, whom he hath ap- 
pointed heir of all things, by whom also he made the worlds ; 

3 Who being the brightness of his glory, and the express image of his person, 
and upholding all things by the word of his power, when he had by himself purged 
our sins, sat down on the right hand of the Majesty on high ; 

4 Being made so much better than the angels, as he hath by inheritance ob- 
tained a more excellent name than they. 

5 For unto which of the angels said he at any time. Thou art my Son, this 
day have I begotten thee ? And again, I will be to him a Father, and he shall be 
to me a Son. 

6 And again, when he bringeth in the first-begotten into the world, he saith. 
And let all the angels of God worship him. 

7 And of the angels he saith. Who maketh his angels spirits, and his minis- 
ters a flame of fire. 

8 But unto the Son he saith, Thy throne, O God, is for ever and ever : a 
sceptre of righteousness is the sceptre of thy kingdom. 

9 Thou hast loved righteousness, and hated iniquity ; therefore God, even thy 
God, hath anointed thee with the oil of gladness above thy fellows. 

10 And, Thou, Lord, in the beginning hast laid the foundation of the earth \ 
and the heavens are the works of thine hands. 

1 1 They shall perish, but thou remainest : and they all shall wax old as doth 
a garment ;

12 And as a vesture shall thou fold them up, and they shall be changed: but 
thou art the same, and thy years shall not fail. 

13 But to which of the angels said he at any time, Sit on my right hand, 
until I make thine enemies thy footstool ? 

14 Are they not all ministering spirits, sent forth to minister for them who 
shall be heirs of salvation? 

PSALM II. 

1 Why do the heathen rage, and the people imagine a vain thing ? 

2 The kings of the earth set themselves, and the rulers take counsel together, 
against the Lord, and against his Anointed, sayings 

3 Let us break their bands asunder, and cast away their cords from us. 

4 He that sitteth in the heavens shall laugh : the Lord shall have them in de- 
rision. 

5 Then shall he speak unto them in his wrath, and vex them in his sore dis- 
pleasure. 

6 Yet have I set my King upon my holy hill of Zion. 

7 I will declare the decree : the Lord hath said unto me, Thou art my Son ; 
this day have I begotten thee. 

8 Ask of me, and I shall give ihee the heathen for thine inheritance, and the 
uttermost parts of the earth for thy possession. 

9 Thou shalt break them with a rod of iron ; thou shalt dash them in pieces 
like a potter's vessel. 

10 Be wise now therefore, O ye kings : be instructed, ye judges of the earth. 

1 1 Serve the Lord with fear, and rejoice with trembling. 

12 Kiss the Son, lest he be angry, and ye perish yr^w* the way, when his 
wrath is kindled but a little. Blessed are all they that put their trust in him. 



LejS0on 26. 

NUMBERS XXIII. 

16 And the Lord met Balaam, and put a word in his mouth, and said. Go 
again unto Balak, and say thus. 

17 And when he came to him, behold, he stood by his burnt-ofTering, and 
the princes of Moab with him. And Balak said unto him, What hath the Lord 
spoken ? 

18 And he took up his parable, and said, Rise up, Balak, and hear; hearken 
unto me, thou son of Zippor : 

19 God is not a man, that he should lie ; neither the son of man, that he 
should repent : hath he said, and shall he not do it? or hath he spoken, and shall 
he not make it good ? 

20 Behold, I have received commandment to bless : and he hath blessed ; and 
I cannot reverse it 
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21 He hath not beheld iniquity in Jacob, neither hath he seen pen'erseness 
in Israel : the Lord his God is with him, and the shout of a king is among them. 

22 God brought them out of Egypt ; he hath as it were the strength of a uni- 
corn. 

23 Surely fA^e is no enchantment against Jacob, neither is there any divina- 
tion against Israel : according to this time it shall be said of Jacob and of Israel, 
What hath God wrought I 

24 Behold, the people shall rise up as a great lion, and lift up himself as a 
young lion : he shall not lie down until he eat ^the prey, and drink the blood of 
the slain. 

NUMBERS XXIV. 

15 And he took up his parable, and said, Balaam the son of Beor hath said, 
and the man whose eyes are open hath said : 

16 He hath said, which heard the words of God, and knew the knowledge of 
the Most High, which saw the vision of the Almighty, falling into a trancey but 
having his eyes open : 

17 I shall see him, but not now: I shall behold him, but not nigh : there 
shall come a Star out of Jacob, and a Sceptre shall rise out of Israel, and shall 
smite the corners of Moab, and destroy all the children of Sheth. 

18 And Edom shall be a possession, Seir also shall be a possession for his 
enemies ; and Israel shall do valiantly. 

19 Out of Jacob shall come he that shall have dominion, and shall destroy 
him that remaineth of the city. 

MATT. II. 

1 Now when Jesus was bom in Bethlehem of Judea in the days of Herod 
the king, behold, there came wise men from the east to Jerusalem, 

2 Saying, Where is he that is born King of the Jews ? for we have seen his 
star in the east, and are come to worship him. 

3 When Herod the king had heard these things^ he was troubled, and all Jeru- 
salem with him. 

4 And when he had gathered all the chief priests and scribes of the people 
together, he demanded of them where Christ should be born. 

5 And they said unto him, In Bethlehem of Judea : for thus it is written by 
the prophet, 

6 And thou Bethlehem, in the land of Juda, art not the least among the 
princes of Juda : for out of thee shall come a Governor, that shall rule my people 
Israel. 

7 Then Herod, when he had privily called the wise men, inquired of them 
diligently what time the star appeared. 

8 And he sent them to Bethlehem, and said, Go and search diligently for the 
young child ; and when ye have found him^ bring me word again, that I may 
come and worship him also. 
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9 When they had heard the king, they departed ; and, lo, the star, which 
they saw in the east, went before them, till it came and stood over where the 
young child was. 

10 When they saw the star, they rejoiced with exceeding great joy. 

11 And when they were come into the house, they saw the young child with 
Mary his mother, and fell down, and worshipped him : and when they had opened 
their treasures, they presented unto him gifts ; gold, and frankincense, and 
myrrh. 

12 And being warned of God in a dream that they should not return to 
Herod, they departed into their own country another way. 



PSALM XXII. 

1 My God, my God, why hast thou forsaken me ? why art thou so far from 
helping me, and from the words of my roaring.^ 

2 O my God, I cry in the daytime, but thou hearest not ; and in the night 
season, and am not silent 

3 But thou art holy, O thou that inhabitest the praises of Israel. 

4 Our fathers trusted in thee : they trusted, and thou didst deliver them. 

5 They cried unto thee, and were delivered : they trusted in thee, and were 
not confounded. 

6 But I am 2i worm, and no man j a reproach of men, and despised of the 
people. 

7 All they that see me laugh me to scorn : they shoot out the lip, they shake 
the head, sayings 

8 He trusted on the Lord that he would deliver him : let him deliver him, 
seeing he delighted in him. 

9 But thou art he that took me out of the womb : thou didst make me hope 
when I was upon my mother's breasts. 

10 I was cast upon thee from the womb : thou art my God from my mother's 
belly. 

1 1 Be not far from me ; for trouble is near ; for there is none to help. 

1 2 Many bulls have compassed me : strong Imlls of Bashan have beset me 
round. 

13 They gaped upon me with their mouths, as a ravening and a roaring lion. 

14 I am poured out like water, and all my bones are out of joint : my heart . 
is like wax ; it is melted in the midst of my bowels. 

15 My strength is dried up like a potsherd; and my tongue cleaveth to my 
jaws ; and thou hast brought me into the dust of death. 

16 For dogs have compassed me : the assembly of the wicked have enclosed 
me : they pierced my hands and my feet 

17 I may tell all my bones : they look a/i// stare upon me. 

18 They part my garments among them, and cast lots upon my vesture. 
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19 But be not thou far from me, O Lord : O my strength, haste thee to 
help me. 

LUKE XXI II. 

33 And when they were come to the place, which is called Calvary, there 
they crucified him, and the malefactors, one on the right hand, and the other on 
the left. 

34 Then said Jesus, Father, forgive them ; for they know not what they do. 
And they parted his raiment, and cast lots. 

35 And the people stood beholding. And the rulers also with them derided 
him^ saying, He saved others ; let him save himself, if he be Christ, the chosen 
of God. 

36 And the soldiers also mocked him, coming to him, and offering him vine- 
gar, 

37 And saying, If thou be the King of the Jews, save thyself. 

38 And a superscription also was written over him in letters of Greek, and 
Latin, and Hebrew, THIS IS THE KING OF THE JEWS. 

39 And one of the malefactors which were hanged railed on him saying. If 
thou be Christ, save thyself and us. 

40 But the other answering rebuked him, saying. Dost not thou fear God, see- 
ing thou art in the same condemnation ? 

41 And we indeed justly; for we receive the due reward of our deeds : but 
this man hath done nothing amiss. 

42 And he said unto Jesus, Lord, remember me when thou comest into thy 
kingdom. 

43 And Jesus said unto him, Verily I say unto thee. To day shalt thou be 
with me in paradise. 

44 And it was about the sixth hour, and there was a darkness over all the 
earth until the ninth hour. 

45 And the sun was darkened, and the vail of the temple was rent in the 
midst. 

46 And when Jesus had cried with a loud voice, he said. Father, into thy 
hands I commend my spirit ; and having said thus, he gave up the ghost 



ILe.80on 28. 

ISAIAH LI II. 

1 Who hath believed our report ? and to whom is the arm of the Lord re- 
vealed ? 

2 For he shall grow up before him as a tender plant, and as a root out of a 
dry ground : he hath no form nor comeliness ; and when we shall see him, there 
is no beauty that we should desire him. 

3 He is despised and rejected of men ; a man of sorrows, and acquainted 
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with grief; and we hid as it were our faces from him ; he was despised, and we 
esteemed him not. 

4 Surely he hath borne our griefs, and carried our sorrows : yet we did esteem 
him stricken, smitten of God, and afflicted. 

5 But he was wounded for our transgressions, he was bruised for our iniqui- 
ties : the chastisement of our peace was upon him ; and with his stripes we are 
healed. » 

6 All we like sheep have gone astray ; we have turned every one to his own 
way ; and the Lord hath laid on him the iniquity of us all. 

7 He was oppressed, and he was afflicted, yet he opened not his mouth : he 
is brought as a lamb to the slaughter, and as a sheep before her shearers is dumb, 
so he openeth not his mouth. 

8 He was taken from prison and from judgment : and who shall declare his 
generation ? for he was cut off out of the land of the living : for the transgression 
of my people was he stricken. 

9 And he made his grave with the wicked, and with the rich in his death ; be- 
cause he had done no violence, neither was any deceit in his mouth. 

10 Yet it pleased the Lord to bruise him; he hath//// him to grief: when 
thou shalt make his soul an offering for sin, he shall see his seed, he shall' prolong 
his days, and the pleasure of the Lord shall prosper in his hand. 

1 1 He shall see of the travail of his soul, and shall be satisfied : by his 
knowledge shall my righteous servant justify many ; for he shall bear their in- 
iquities. 

12 Therefore will I divide him a portion with the great, and he shall divide 
the spoil with the strong ; because he hath poured out his soul unto death : and 
he was numbered with the transgressors ; and he bare the sin of many, and made 
intercession for the transgressors. 

JOHN III. 

14 And as Moses lifted up the serpent in the wilderness, even so must the 
Son of man be lifted up : 

15 That whosoever believeth in him should not perish, but have eternal life. 

16 For God so loved the world, that he gave his only begotten Son, that 
whosoever believeth in him should not perish, but have everlasting life. 

17 For God sent not his Son into the world to condemn the world; but that 
the world through him might be saved. 

ROMANS V. 

6 For when we were yet without strength, in due time Christ died for the un- 
godly. 

7 For scarcely for a righteous man will one die : yet peradventure for a good 
man some would even dare to die. 

8 But God commendeth his love toward us, in that, while we were yet sin- 
ners, Christ died for us. 
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9 Much more then, being now justified by his blood, we shall be saved from 
wrath through him. 

10 For if, when we were enemies, we were reconciled to God by the death of 
his Son ; much more, being reconciled, we shall be saved by his life. 

1 1 And not only so^ but we also joy in God through our Lord Jesus Christ, 
by whom we have now received the atonement 

H E B. IX. 

13 For if the blood of bulls and of goats, and the ashes of a heifer sprinkling 
the unclean, sanctifieth to the purifying of the flesh ; 

14 How much more shall the blood of Christ, who through the eternal Spirit 
offered himself without spot to God, purge your conscience from dead works to 
serve the living God ? 

1 PET. I. 

18 Forasmuch as ye know that ye were not redeemed with corruptible things, 
as silver and gold, from your vain conversation received by tradition from your 
fathers ; 

19 But with the precious blood of Christ, as of a lamb without blemish and 
without spot. 



]Le90on 29. 

MATT. XXVIII. 

1 In the end of the sabbath, as it began to dawn toward the first day of the 
week, came Mary Magdalene and the other Mary to see the sepulchre. 

2 And, behold, there was a great earthquake : for the angel of the Lord de- 
scended from heaven, and came and rolled back the stone from the door, and sat 
upon it. 

3 His countenance was like lightning, and his raiment white as snow : 

4 And for fear of him the keepers did shake, and became as dead men. 

5 And the angel answered and said unto the women. Fear not ye : for I 
know that ye seek Jesus, which was crucified. 

6 He is not here : for he is risen, as he said. Come, see the place where the 
Lord lay. 

7 And go quickly, and tell his disciples that he is risen from the dead ; and, 
behold, he goeth before you into Galilee ; there shall ye see him : lo, I have told 
you. 

8 And they departed quickly from the sepulchre with fear and great joy ; and 
did run to bring his disciples word. 
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1 CO R. XV. 

1 Moreover, brethren, I declare unto you the gospel which I preached unto 
you, which also ye have received, and wherein ye stand ; 

2 By which also ye are saved, if ye keep in memory what I preached unto 
you, unless ye have believed in vain. 

3 For I delivered unto you first of all that which I also received, how that 
Christ died for our sins according to the Scriptures : 

4 And that he was buried, and that he rose again the third day according to 
the Scriptures : 

5 And that he was seen of Cephas, then of the twelve : 

6 After that, he was seen of above five hundred brethren at once ; of whom 
the greater part remain unto this present, but some are fallen asleep. 

7 After that, he was seen of James ; then of all the apostles. 

8 And last of all he was seen of me also, as of one born out of due time. 

9 For I am the least of the apostles, that am not meet to be called an apostle, 
because I persecuted the church of God. 

10 But by the grace of God I am what I am : and his grace which ttfos be- 
stowed upon me was not in vain ; but I laboured more abundantly than they all : 
yet not I, but the grace of God which was with me. 

1 1 Therefore whether // were I or they, so we preach, and so ye believed. 

12 Now if Christ be preached that he rose from the dead, how say some 
among you that there is no resurrection of the dead } 

13 But if there be no resurrection of the dead, then is Christ not risen : 

14 And if Christ be not risen, then is our preaching vain, and your faith is 
also vain. 

15 Yea, and we are found false witnesses of God ; because we have testified 
of God that he raised up Christ : whom he raised not up, if so be that the dead 
rise not. 

16 For if the dead rise not, then is not Christ raised : 

17 And if Christ be not raised, your faith is vain ; ye are yet in your sins. 

18 Then they also which are fallen asleep in Christ are perished. 

19 If in this life only we have hope in Christ, we are of all men most misera- 
ble. 

20 But now is Christ risen from the dead, and become the firstfruits of them 
that slept. 

2 1 For since by man came death, by man came also the resurrection of the 
dead. 

PHIL. III. 

7 But what things were gain to me, those I counted loss for Christ. 

8 Yea doubtless, and I count all things but loss for the excellency of the 
knowledge of Christ Jesus my Lord : for whom I have suffere^ the loss of all 
things, and do count them but dung, that I may win Christ 
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9 And be found in him, not having mine own righteousness, which is of the 
law, but that which is through the faith of Christ, the righteousness which is of 
God by faith : 

10 That I may know him, and the power of his resurrection, and the fellow- 
ship of his sufferings, being made conformable unto his death ; 

11 If by any means I might attain unto the resurrection of the dead. 



Lesson 30. 

JOHN XVI I. 

1 These words spake Jesus, and lifted up his eyes to heaven, and said. Fa- 
ther, the hour is come ; glorify thy Son, that thy Son also may glorify thee : 

2 As thou hast given him power over all flesh, that he should give eternal 
life to as many as thou hast given him. 

3 And this is life eternal, that they might know thee the only true God, and 
Jesus Christ, whom thou hast sent. 

4 I have glorified thee on the earth : I have finished the work which thou 
gavest me to do. 

5 And now, O Father, glorify thou me with thine own self with the glory 
which I had with thee before the world was. 

6 I have manifested thy name unto the men which thou gavest me out of the 
world : thine they were, and thou gavest them me ; and they have kept thy word. 

7 Now they have known that all things whatsoever thou hast given me are of 
thee. 

8 For I have given unto them the words which thou gavest me ; and they 
have received them^ and have known surely that I came out from thee, and they 
have believed that thou didst send me. 

9 I pray for them : I pray not for the world, but for them which thou hast 
given me ; for they are thine. 

10 And all mine are thine, and thine are mine ; and I am glorified in them. 

1 1 And now I am no more in the world, but these are in the world, and I 
come to thee. Holy Father, keep through thine own name those whom thou hast 
given me, that they may be one, as we are, 

PHIL. II. 

5 Let this mind be in you, which was also in Christ Jesus : 

6 Who, being in the form of God, thought it not robbery to be equal with 
God: 

7 But made himself of no reputation, and took upon him the form of a serv- 
ant, and was made in the likeness of men : 

8 And being found in fashion as a man, he humbled himself, and became 
obedient unto death, even the death of the cross. 
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9 Wherefore God also hath highly exalted him, and given him a name which 
is above every name : 

10 That at the name of Jesus every knee should bow, of things in heaven, 
and things in earth, and things under the earth ; 

1 1 And that every tongue should confess that Jesus Christ is Lord, to the 
glory of God the Father. 

H E B. IV. 

14 Seeing then that we have a great high priest, that is passed into the 
heavens, Jesus the Son of God, let us hold fast our profession. 

15 For we have not a high priest which cannot be touched with the feeling 
of our infirmities ; but was in all points tempted like as we are^ yet without sin. 

16 Let us therefore come boldly unto the throne of grace, that we may obtain 
mercy, and find grace to help in time of need. 

REV. I. 

12 And I turned to see the voice ^hat spake with me. And being turned, I 
saw seven golden candlesticks ; 

13 And in the midst of the seven candlesticks one like unto the Son of man, 
clothed with a garment down to the foot, and girt about the paps with a golden 
girdle. \ 

14 His head and his hair were\i\C\X& like wool, as white as snow; and bis 
eyes were as a flame of fire ; 

15 And his feet like unto fine brass, as if they burned in a furnace ; and his 
voice as the sound of many waters. 

16 And he had in his right hand seven stars : and out of his mouth went a 
sharp two-edged sword : and his countenance was as the sun shineth in his 
strength. 

17 And when I saw him I fell at his feet as dead. And he laid his right hand 
upon me, saying unto me. Fear not ; I am the first and the last : 

18 / am he that liveth, and was dead ; and, behold, I am alive for evermore, 
Amen ; and have the keys of hell and of death. 



]LeiS0on 31. 

ACTS I. 

6 When they therefore were come together, they asked of him, saying, Lord, 
wilt thou at this time restore agaiil the kingdom to Israel ? 

7 And he said unto them. It is not for you to know the times or the seasons, 
which the Father hath put in his own power. 

8 But ye shall receive power, after that the Holy Ghost is come upon you : 
and ye shall be witnesses unto me both in Jerusalem, and in all Judea« and in 
Samaria, and unto the uttermost part of the earth. 
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9 And when he had spoken these things, while they beheld, he was taken 
up ; and a cloud received him out of their sight. 

10 And while they looked steadfastly toward heaven as he went up, behold, 
two men stood by them in white apparel ; 

ii Which also said, Ye men of Galilee, why stand ye gazing up into heaven ? 
this same Jesus, which is taken up from you into heaven, shall so come in like 
manner as ye have seen him go into heaven. 

MATT. XXV. 

31 When the Son of man shall come in his glory, and all the holy angels 
with him, then shall he sit upon the throne of his glory : 

32 And before him shall be gathered all nations: and he shall separate them 
one from another, as a shepherd divided his sheep from the goats : 

33 And he shall set the sheep on his right hand, but the goats on the left. 

34 Then shall the King say unto them on his right hand. Come, ye blessed 
of my Father, inherit the kingdom prepared for you from the foundation of the 
world : 

35 For I was a hungered, and ye gave me meat : I was thirsty, and ye gave 
me drink ; I was a stranger, and ye took me in : 

36 Naked, and ye clothed me : I was sick, and ye visited me : I was in prison, 
and ye came unto me. 

37 Then shall the righteous answer him, sayii^. Lord, when saw we thee a 
hungered, and fed thee ? or thirsty, and gave thee drmk ? 

38 When saw we thee a stranger, and took thee in : or naked, and clothed 
thee? 

39 Or when saw we thee sick, or in prison, and came unto thee ? 

40 And the King shall answer and say unto them. Verily I say unto you, In- 
asmuch as ye have done it unto one of the least of these my brethren, ye have 
done /'/ unto me. 

41 Then shall he say also unto them on the left hand. Depart from me, ye 
cursed, into everlasting fire, prepared for the devil and his angels : 

42 For I was a hungered, and ye gave me no meat : I was thirsty, and ye 
gave me no drink : 

43 I was a stranger, and ye took me not in : naked, and ye clothed me not : 
sick, and in prison, and ye visited me not. 

44 Then shall they also answer him, saying. Lord, when saw we thee a hun- 
gered, or athirst, or a stranger, or naked, or sick, or in prison, and did not minis- 
ter unto thee ? 

45 Then shall he answer them, saying. Verily I say unto you, Inasmuch as 
ye did /*/ not to one of the least of these, ye did it not unto me. 

46 And these shall go away into everlasting punishment : but the righteous 
into life eternal. 
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JOHN XIV. 

15 If ye love me, keep my commandments. 

16 And I will pray the Father, and he shall give you another Comforter, that 
he may abide with you for ever ; 

1 7 Even the Spirit of truth ; whom the world cannot receive, because it seeth 
him not, neither knoweth him : but ye know him ; for he dwelleth with you, and 
shall be in you. 

18 I will not leave you comfortless: I will come to you. 

ACTS II. 

1 And when the day of Pentecost was fully come, they were all with one ac- 
cord in one place. 

2 And suddenly there came a sound from heaven as of a rushing mighty 
wind, and it filled all the house where they were sitting. 

3 And there appeared unto them cloven tongues like as of fire, and it sat 
upon each of them. 

4 And they were all filled with the Holy Ghost, and began to speak with 
other tongues, as the Spirit gave them utterance. 

5 And there were dwelling at Jerusalem Jews, devout men, out of every nation 
under heaven. 

6 Now when this was noised abroad, the multitude came together, and were 
confounded, because that every man heard them speak in his own language. 

7 And they were all amazed and marvelled, saying one to another. Behold, 
are not all these which speak Galileans ? 

8 And how hear we every man in our own tongue, wherein we were bom ? 



12 And they were all amazed, and were in doubt, saying one to another. 
What meaneth this ? 

13 Others mocking said, These men are full of new wine. 

14 But Peter, standing up with the eleven, lifted up his voice, and said unto 
them, Ye men of Judea, and all ye that dwell at Jerusalem, be this known unto 
you, and hearken to my words : 

15 For these are not drunken, as ye suppose, seeing it is but the third hour 
of the day. 

16 But this is that which was spoken by the prophet Joel ; 

17 And it shall come to pass in the last days, saith God, I will pour out of 
my Spirit upon all flesh : and your sons and your daughters shall prophesy, and 
your young men shall see visions, and your old men shall dream dreams : 

18 And on my servants and on my handmaidens I will pour out in those 
days of my Spirit ; and they shall prophesy. 
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JOHN XVI. 

7 Nevertheless I tell you the truth ; It is expedient for you that I go away : 
for if I go not away, the Comforter will not come unto you ; but if I depart, I 
will send him unto you. 

8 And when he is come, he will reprove the world of sin, and of righteous- 
ness, and of judgment: 

9 Of sin, because they believe not on me ; 

10 Of righteousness, because I go to my Father, and ye see me no more ; 

11 Of judgment, because the prince of this world is judged. 

12 I have yet many things to say unto you, but ye cannot bear them now. 

13 Howbeit when he, the Spirit of truth, is come, he will guide you into all 
truth : for he shall not speak of himself ; but whatsoever he shall hear, that shall 
he speak : and he will shew you things to come. 

14 He shall glorify me : for he shall receive of mine, and shall shew // unto 
you. 

15 All things that the Father hath are mine; therefore said I, that he shall 
take of mine, and shall shew it unto you. 

1 COR. II. 

9 Birr as it is written. Eye hath not seen, nor ear heard, neither have entered 
into the heart of man, the things which God hath prepared for them that love 
him. 

10 But God hath revealed them unto us by his Spirit: for the Spirit searcheth 
all things, yea, the deep things of God. 

1 1 I'or what man knoweth the things of a man, save the spirit of man which 
is in him ? even so the things of God knoweth no man, but the Spirit of God. 

12 Now we have received, not the spirit of the woVld, but the Spirit which is 
of God ; that we might know the things that are freely given to us of God. 

13 Which things also we speak, not in the words which man's wisdom teach- 
eth, but which the Holy Ghost teacheth ; comparing spiritual things with spiritual. 

14 But the natural man receiveth not the things of the Spirit of God ; for 
they are foolishness unto him : neither can he know them^ because they are spir- 
itually discerned. 

RO MAN S VIII. 

26 Likewise the Spirit also helpeth our infirmities : for we know not what we 
should pay for as we ought : but the Spirit itself maketh intercession for us with 
groanings which cannot be uttered. 

27 And he that searcheth the hearts knoweth what is the mind of the Spirit, 
because he maketh intercession for the saints according to the will of God. 
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1 COR. XII. 

4 Now there are diversities of gifts, but the same Spirit 

5 And there are differences of administrations, but the same Lord. 

6 And there, are diversities of operations, but it is the same God which 
worketh all in all. 

7 But the manifestation of the Spirit is given to every man to profit withaL 

8 For to one is given by the Spirit the word of wisdom ; to another the word 
of knowledge by the same Spirit ; 

9 To another faith by the same Spirit ; to another the gifts of healing by the 
same Spirit; 

to To another the working of miracles; to another prophecy; to another 
discerning of spirits ; to another divers kinds of tongues ; to another the inter- 
pretation of tongues: 

1 1 But all these worketh that one and the selfsame Spirit, dividing to every 
man severally as he will. 

12 For as the body is one, and hath many members, and all the members of 
that one body, being many, are one body ; so also is Christ. 

13 For by one Spirit are we all baptized into one body, whether we be Jews 
or Gentiles, whether we he bond or free ; and have been all made to drink into 
one Spirit. 

26 And whether one member suffer, all the members suffer with it ; or one 
member be honoured, all the members rejoice with it. 

27 Now ye are the body of Christ, and members in particular. 
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ISAIAH LI I. 

7 How beautiful upon the mountains are the feet of him that bringeth good 
tidings, that publisheth peace ; that bringeth good tidings of good, that publisheth 
salvation ; that saith unto Zion, Thy God reigneth I 

8 Thy watchmen shall lift up the voice ; with the voice together shall they 
sing ; for they shall see eye to eye, when the Lord shall bring again Zion. 

9 Break forth into joy, sing together, ye waste places of Jerusalem : for the 
Lord hath comforted his people, he hath redeemed Jerusalem. 

10 The Lord hath made bare his holy arm in the eyes of all the nations ; 
and all the ends of the earth shall see the salvation of our God. 

MATT. XXVIII. 

18 And Jesus came and spake unto them, saying. All power is given unto hie 
in heaven and in earth. 
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19 Go ye therefore, and teach all nations, baptizing them in the name of the 
Father, and of the Son, and of the Holy Ghost : 

20 Teaching them to observe all things whatsoever I have commanded you : 
and, lo, I am with you alway, even unto the end of the world. Amen. 

MARK XVI. 

15 And he said unto them, Go ye into all the world, and preach the gospel 
to every creature. 

16 He that believeth and is baptized shall be saved ; but he that believeth 
not shall be damned. 

17 And these signs shall follow them that believe; In my name shall they 
cast out devils ; they shall speak with new tongues ; 

18 They shall take up serpents ; and if they drink any deadly thing, it shall 
not hurt them ; they shall lay hands on the sick, and they shall recover. 

19 So then, after the Lord had spoken unto them, he was received up into 
heaven, and sat on the right hand of God. 

20 And they went forth, and preached everywhere, the Lord working with 
Hietn^ and confirming the word with signs following. Amen. 

ROMANS I. 

14 I AM debtor both to the Greeks, and to the Barbarians ; both to the wise, 
and to the unwise. 

15 So, as much as in me is, I am ready to preach the gospel to you that are 
at Rome also. 

16 For I am not ashamed of the gospel of Christ : for it is the power of God 
unto salvation to every one that believeth ; to the Jew first, and also to the 
Greek. 

ROMANS X. 

14 How then shall they call on him in whom they have not believed ? and 
how shall they believe in him of whom they have not heard ? and how shall they 
hear without a preacher ? 

15 And how shall they preach, except they be sent? as it is written, How 
beautiful are fhe feet of them that preach the gospel of peace, and bring glad 
tidings of good things I 



lLe00on 35. 

GENESIS XVII. 

I And when Abram was ninety years old and nine, the Lord appeared to 
Abram, and said unto him, I am the Almighty God ; walk before me, and be thou 
perfect 
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2 And I will make my covenant between me and thee, and will multiply thee 
exceedingly. 

3 And Abram fell on his face : and God talked with him, saying, 

4 As for me, behold, my covenant at with thee, and thou shalt be a father of 
many nations. 

5 Neither shall thy name any more be called Abram, but thy name shall be 
Abraham ; for a father of many nations have I made thee. 

6 And I will make thee exceeding fruitful, and I will make nations of thee, 
and kings shall come out of thee. 

7 And I will establish my covenant between me and thee and thy seed after 
thee in their generations, for an everlasting covenant, to be a God unto thee and 
to thy seed after thee. 

8 And I will give unto thee, and to thy seed after thee, the land wherein thou 
art a stranger, all the land of Canaan, for an everlasting possession ; and I will 
be their God. 

9 And God said unto Abraham, Thou shalt keep my covenant therefore, thou, 
and thy seed after thee in their generations. 

10 This is my covenant, which ye shall keep, between me and you and thy 
seed after thee : Every man child among you shall be circumcised. 

11 He that is born in thy house, and he that is bought with thy money, must 
needs be circumcised ; and my covenant shall be in your flesh for an everlasting 
covenant. 

GAL. III. 

7 Know ye therefore that they which are of faith, the same are the children 
of Abraham. 

8 And the Scripture, foreseeing that God would justify the heathen through 
faith, preached before the gospel unto Abraham, saymg, In thee shall all nations 
be blessed. 

9 So then they which be of faith arc blessed with faithful Abraham. 



26 For ye are all the children of God by faith in Christ Jesus. 

27 For as many of you as have been baptized into Christ have put on Christ. 

28 There is neither Jew nor Greek, there is neither bond nor free, there is 
neither male nor female : for ye are all one in Christ Jesus. 

29 And if ye be Christ's, then are ye Abraham's seed, and heirs according to 
the promise. 

1 COR. VIII. 

14 For the unbelieving husband is sanctified by the wife, and the unbelieving 
wife is sanctified by the husband : else were your children unclean; but now are 
they holy. 
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MATT. XVIII. 

10 Take heed that ye despise not one of these little ones ; for I say unto 
you, That in heaven their angels do always behold the face of my Father which 
is in heaven. 

1 1 For the Son of man is come to save that which was lost 

12 How think ye.^ if a man have a hundred sheep, and one of them be gone 
astray, doth he not leave the ninety and nine, and goeth into the mountains, and 
seeketh that which is gone astray ? 

13 And if so be that he find it, verily I say unto you, he rejoiceth more of that 
sheep^ than of the ninety and nine which went not astray. 

14 Even so it is not the will of your Father which is in heaven, that one of 
these little ones should perish. 

MARK X. 

13 And they brought young children to him, that he should touch them; and 
his disciples rebuked those that brought them, 

14 But when Jesus saw /V, he was much displeased, and said unto them, Suf- 
fer the little children to come unto me, and forbid them not ; for of such is the 
kingdom of God. 

15 Verily I say unto you, Whosoever shall not receive the kingdom of God as 
a little child, he shall not enter therein. 

16 And he took them up in his arms, put his hands upon them, and blessed 
them. 



iLe00on 36. 

ISAIAH LV. - 

1 Ho, every one that thirsteth, come ye to the waters, and he that hath no 
money ; come ye, buy, and eat ; yea, come, buy wine and milk without money 
and without price. 

2 Wherefore do ye spend money for that which is not bread ? and your labour 
for that ivhich satisfieth not ? hearken diligently unto me, and eat ye that which is 
good, and let your soul delight itself in fatness. 

3 Incline your ear, and come unto me : hear, and your soul shall live ; and I 
will make an everlasting covenant with you, even the sure mercies of David. 

4 Behold, I have given him for a witness to the p>eople, a leader and com- 
mander to the people. 

5 Behold, thou shalt call a nation that thou knowest not, and nations that 
knew not thee shall run unto thee, because of the Lord thy God, and for the 
Holy One of Israel ; for he hath glorified thee. 

6 Seek ye the Lord while he may be founds call ye upon him while he is 
near • 
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7 Let the wicked forsake his way, and the unrighteous man his thoughts : 
and let him return unto the Lord, and he will have mercy upon him ; and to our 
God, for he will abundantly pardon. 

8 For my thoughts are not your thoughts, neither are your ways my ways, 
saith the Lord. 

9 For as the heavens are higher than the earth, so are my ways higher than 
your ways, and my thoughts than your thoughts. 

10 For as the rain cometh down, and the snow from heaven, and returneth 
not thither, but watereth the earth, and maketh it bring forth and bud, that it 
may g^ve seed to the sower, and bread to the eater : 

1 1 So shall my word be that goeth forth out of my mouth : it shall not return 
unto me void, but it shall accomplish that which I please, and it shall prosper in 
the thing whereto I sent it* 

1 2 For ye shall go out with joy, and be led forth with peace : the mountains 
and the hills shall break forth before you into singing, and all the trees of the 
field shall clap their hands. 

13 Instead of the thorn shall come up the fir tree, and instead of the brier 
shall come up the myrtle tree : and it shall be to the Lord for a name, for an 
everlasting sign that shall not be cut of£ 

MATT. XI. 

28 Come unto me, all ye that labour and are heavy laden, and I will give you 
rest. 

29 Take my yoke upon you, and learn of me ; for I am meek and lowly in 
heart: and ye shall find rest unto your souls. 

30 For my yoke is easy, and my burden is light 

JOHN VII. 

37 In the last day, that great day of the feast, Jesus stood and cried, saying. 
If any man thirst, let him come unto me, and drink. 

REV. XXII. 

16 I Jesus have sent mine angel to testify unto you these things in the 
churches. I am the root and the offspring of David, and the bright and morning 
star. 

17 And the Spirit and the bride say. Come. And let him that heareth say, 
Come. And let him that is athirst, come. And whosoever will, let him take the 
water of life freely. 
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iLeiSiSon 37. 

JOHN XV. 

5 I AM the vine, ye are the branches. He that abideth in me, and I in him, 
the same bringeth forth much fruit ; for without me ye can do nothing. 

6 If a man abide not in me, he is cast forth as a branch, and is withered ; 
and men gather them^ and cast them into the fire, and they are burned. 

7 If ye abide in me, and my words abide in you, ye shall ask what ye will, 
and it shall be done unto you. 

8 Herein is my Father glorified, that ye bear much fruit ; so shall ye be my 
disciples. 

9 As the Father hath loved me, so have I loved you : continue ye in my love. 

10 If ye keep my commandments, ye shall abide in my love ; even as I have 
kept my Father's commandments, and abide in his love. 

11 These things have I spoken unto you, that my joy might remain in you, 
and that your joy might be full. 

12 This is my commandment, That ye love one another, as I have loved you. 

13 Greater love hath no man than this, that a man lay down his life for his 
friends. 

14 Ye are my friends, if ye do whatsoever I command you. 

15 Henceforth I call you not servants ; for the servant knoweth not what his 
lord doeth : but I have called you friends ; for all things that I have heard of my 
Father I have made known unto you. 

16 Ye have not chosen me, but I have chosen you, and ordained you, that ye 
should go and bring forth fruit, and that your fruit should remain ; that whatso- 
ever ye shall ask of the Father in my name, he may give it you. 

17 These things I command you, that ye love one another. 

JOHN XXI. 

15 So when they had dined, Jesus saith to Simon Peter, Simon, son of Jonas, 
lovest thou me more than these ? He saith unto him, Yea, Lord ; thou knowest 
that I love thee. He saith unto him. Feed my lambs. 

16 He saith to him again the second time, Simon, son of Jonas, lovest thou 
me ? He saith unto him. Yea, Lord ; thou knowest that I love thee. He saith 
unto him, Feed my sheep. 

17 He saith unto him the third time, Simon, son of Jonas, lovest thou me? 
Peter was grieved because he said unto him the third time, Lovest thou me ? 
And he said unto him. Lord, thou knowest all things ; thou knowest that I love 
thee. Jesus saith unto him, Feed my sheep. 

ROMANS VIII. 

31 What shall we then say to these things ? If Go3 be for us, who can be 
against us ? 
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32 He that spared not his own Son, but delivered him up for us all, how 
shall he not with him also freely give us all things ? 

33 Who shall lay any thing to the charge of God's elect ? It is God that justi- 
fieth. 

34 Who is he that condemneth ? It is Christ that died, yea rather, that is 
risen again, who is even at the right hand of God, who also maketh intercession 
for us. 

35 Who shall separate us from the love of Christ ? sAa// tribulation, or dis- 
tress, or persecution, or famine, or nakedness, or peril, or sword ? 

36 As it is written. For thy sake we are killed all the day long ; we are ac- 
counted as sheep for the slaughter. 

37 Nay, in all these things we are more than conquerors through him that 
loved us. 

38 For I am persuaded, that neither death, nor life, nor angels, nor principal- 
ities, nor powers, nor things present, nor things to come, 

39 Nor height, nor depth, nor any other creature, shall be able to separate us 
from the love of God, which is in Christ Jesus our Lord. 



iLe00on 38. 

MATT. V. 

1 And seeing the multitudes, he went up into a mountain : and when he was 
set, his disciples came unto him : 

2 And he opened his mouth, and taught them, saying, 

3 Blessed are the poor in spirit : for theirs is the kingdom of heaven. 

4 Blessed are they that mourn : for they shall be comforted. 

5 Blessed are the meek : for they shall inherit the earth. 

6 Blessed are they which do hunger and thirst after righteousness : for they 
shall be filled. 

7 Blessed are the merciful : for they shall obtain mercy. 

8 Blessed are the pure in heart : for they shall see God. 

9 Blessed are the peacemakers : for they shall be called the children of God. 

10 Blessed are they which are persecuted for righteousness* sake ; for theirs 
is the kingdom of heaven. 

1 1 Blessed are ye, when tnen shall revile you, and persecute you, and shall say 
all manner of evil against you falsely, for my sake. 

12 Rejoice, and be exceeding glad : for great is your reward in heaven : for 
so persecuted they the prophets which were before you. 

13 Ye are the salt of the earth: but if the salt have lost his savour, where- 
with shall it be salted ? it is thenceforth good for nothing, but to be cast out, and 
to be trodden under foot of men. 

14 Ye are the light of the world. A city that is set on a hill cannot be hid. 

15 Neither do men light a candle, and put it under a bushel, but on a candle- 
stick ; and it giveth light unto all that are in the house. 
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16 Let your light so shine before men, that they may see your good works, 
and glorify your Father which is in heaven« 

MATT. VI. 

24 No man can serve two masters : for either he will hate the one, and love 
the other ; or else he will hold to the one, and despise the other. Ye cannot 
serve God and mammon. 

25 Therefore I say unto you, Take no thought for your life, what ye shall eat, 
or what ye shall drink ; nor yet for your body, what ye shall put on. Is not the 
life more than meat, and the body than raiment ? 

26 Behold the fowls of the air : for they sow not, neither do they reap, nor 
gather into barns ; yet your heavenly Father feedeth them. Are ye not much 
better than they ? 

27 Which of you by taking thought can add one cubit unto his stature? 

28 And why take ye thought for raiment ? Consider the lilies of the field, 
how they grow ; they toil not, neither do they spin : 

29 And yet I say unto you, That even Solomon in all his glory was not ar- 
rayed like one of these. 

30 Wherefore, if God so clothe the grass of the field, which to-day is, and to- 
morrow is cast into the oven, shall he not much more clotlu you, O ye of little 
faith ? 

31 Therefore take no thought, saying, What shall we eat? or, What shall we 
drink ? or, Wherewithal shall we be clothed ? 

32 (For after all these things do the Gentiles seek :) for your heavenly Fa- 
ther knoweth that ye have need of all these things. 

33 But seek ye first the kingdom of God, and his righteousness ; and all these 
things shall be added unto you. 

34 Take therefore no thought for the morrow ; for the morrow shall take 
thought for tJie things of itselfl Sufficient unto the day is the evil thereof. 



lesson 3a 

MATT. V. 

21 Ye have heard that it was said by them of old time, Thou shalt not kill ; 
and whosoever shall kill shall be in danger of the judgment : 

22 But I say unto you. That whosoever is angry with his brother without a 
cause shall be in danger of the judgment : and whosoever shall say to his brother, 
Raca, shall be in danger of the council : but whosoever shall say, Thou fool, shall 
be in danger of hell fire. 

23 Therefore if thou bring thy gift to the altar, and there rememberest that 
thy brother hath aught against thee ; 
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24 Leave there thy gift before the altar, and go thy way ; first be reconciled 
to thy brother and then come and offer thy gift. 



43 Ye have heard that it hath been said, Thou shalt love thy neighbour, and 
hate thine enemy. 

44 But I say unto you. Love your enemies, bless them that curse you, do good 
to them that hate you, and pray for them which despitefully use you, and perse- 
cute you ; 

45 That ye may be the children of your Father which is in heaven : for he 
maketh his sun to rise on the evil and on the good, and sendeth rain on the just 
and on the unjust. 

46 For if ye love them which love you, what reward have ye ? do not even 
the publicans the same ? 

47 And if ye salute your brethren only, what do ye more than others i do not 
even the publicans so ? 

48 Be ye therefore perfect, even as your Father which is in heaven is perfect. 

1 COR. XIII. 

1 Though I speak with the tongues of men and of angels, and have not 
charity, I am become as sounding brass, or a tinkling cymbal. 

2 And though I have the gift of prophecy, and understand all mysteries, and 
all knowledge ; and though I have all faith, so that I could remove mountains, 
and have not charity, I am nothing. 

3 And though I bestow all my goods to feed the poor, and though I give my 
body to be burned, and have not charity, it profiteth me nothing. 

4 Charity suffereth long, and is kind ; charity envieth not ; charity vaunteth 
not itself, is not puffed up, 

5 Doth not behave itself unseemly, seeketh not her own, is not easily pro- 
voked, thinketh no evil ; 

6 Rejoiceth not in iniquity, but rejoiceth in the truth ; 

7 Beareth all things, believeth all things, hopeth all things, endureth all 
things. 

8 Charity never faileth : but whether there be prophecies, they shall fail ; 
whether there be tongues, they shall cease ; whether there be knowledge, it shall 
vanish away. 

9 For we know in part, and we prophesy in part 

10 But when that which is perfect is come, then that which is in part shall be 
done away. 

1 1 When I was a child, I spake as a child, I understood as a child, I thought 
as a child : but when I became a man, I put away childish things. 

12 For now we see through a glass, darkly; but then face to face: now I 
know in part ; but then shall I know even as also I am known. 

13 And now abideth faith, hope, charity, these three ; but the greatest of 
these is charity. 
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Lesson 40. 

ISAIAH LX. 

1 Arise, shine ; for thy light is come, and the glory of the Lord is risen 
upon thee. 

2 For, behold, the darkness shall cover the earth, and gross darkness the peo- 
ple : but the Lord shall arise upon thee, and his glory shall be seen upon thee. 

3 And the Gentiles shall come to thy light, and kings to the brightness of thy 
rising. 

4 Lift up thine eyes round about, and see : all they gather themselves together, 
they come to thee : thy sons shall come from far, and thy daughters shall be 
nursed at thy sideu 

5 Then thou shalt see, and flow together, and thine heart shall fear, and be 
enlarged ; because the abundance of the sea shall be converted unto thee, the 
forces of the Gentiles shall come unto thee. 

6 The multitude of camels shall cover thee, the dromedaries of Midian and 
Ephah ; all they from Sheba shall come : they shall bring gold and incense ; and 
they shall shew forth the praises of the Lord. 

7 All the flocks of Kedar shall be gathered together unto thee, the rams of 
Nebaioth shall minister unto thee : they shall come up with acceptance on mine 
altar, and I will glorify the house of my glory. 

8 Who are these that fly as a cloud, and as the doves to their windows ? 

9 Surely the isles shall wait for me, and the ships of Tarshish first, to bring 
L thy sons from far, their silver and their gold with them, unto the name of the 

Lord thy God, and to the Holy One of Israel, because he hath glorified thee. 

10 And the sons of strangers shall build up thy walls, and their kings shall 
minister unto thee : for in my wrath I smote thee, but in my favour have I had 
mercy on thee. 

1 1 Therefore thy gates shall be open continually ; they shall not be shut day 
nor night ; that men may bring unto thee the forces of the Gentiles, and thatxh^ix 
kings may be brought 

1 2 For the nation and kingdom that will not serve thee shall perish ; yea, 
those nations shall be utterly wasted. 

13 The glory of Lebanon shall come unto thee, the fir tree, the pine tree, 
and the box together, to beautify the place of my sanctuary ; and I will make the 
place of my feet glorious. 

14 The sons also of them that afflicted thee shall come bending unto thee ; 
and all they that despised thee shall bow themselves down at the soles of thy 
feet ; and they shall call thee, The city of the Lord, The Zion of the Holy One 
of Israel. 

15 Whereas thou hast been forsaken and hated, so that no man went through 
thee^ I will make thee an eternal excellency, a joy of many generations. 
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i6 Thou shalt also suck the milk of the Gentiles, and shalt suck the breast of 
kings : and thou shalt know that I the Lord am thy Saviour and thy Redeemer, 
the Mighty One of Jacob. 

17 For brass I will bring gold, and for iron I will bring silver, and for wood 
brass, and for stones iron : I will also make thy officers peace, and thine exactors 
righteousness. 

18 Violence shall no more be heard in thy land, wasting nor destruction with- 
in thy borders ; but thou shalt call thy walls Salvation, and thy gates Praise. 

19 The sun shall be no more thy light by day ; neither for brightness shall 
the moon give light unto thee : but the Lord shall be unto thee an everlasting 
light, and thy God thy glory. 

20 Thy sun shall no more go down ; neither shall thy moon withdraw itself: 
for the Lord shall be thine everlasting light, and the days of thy mourning shall 
be ended. 

2 1 Thy people also shall be all righteous : they shall inherit the land for ever, 
the branch of my planting, the work of my hands, that I may be glorified. 

22 A little one shall become a thousand, and a small one a strong nation : I 
the Lord will hasten it in his time. 



lLe00on 41. 

JOB III. 

17 There the wicked cease y^<wi troubling ; and there the weary be at rest. 

18 TTiere the prisoners rest together ; they hear not the voice of the oppres- 
sor. 

19 The small and great are there ; and the servant is free from his master. 

JOB XIV. 

1 Man that is born of a woman is of few days, and full of trouble. 

2 He Cometh forth like a flower, and is cut down : he fleeth also as a shadow, 
and continueth not 



14 If a man die, shall he live again f all the days of my appointed time will 
I wait, till my change come. 

JOB XIX. 

25 For I know that my Redeemer liveth, and that he shall stand at the lat- 
ter /fay upon the earth : 

26 And though after my skin worms destroy this dody, yet in my flesh shall I 
see God : 

27 Whom I shall see for myself, and mine eyes shall behold, and not another ; 
though my reins be consumed within me« 
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JOHN XIV. 

X I Let not your heart be troubled : ye believe in God, believe also in me. 

2 In my Father's house are many mansions : if // were not sOy I would have 
told you. I go to prepare a place for you. 

3 And if I go and prepare a place for you, I will come again, and receive you 
unto myself; that where I am, there ye may be also. 

2 COR. V. 

1 For we know that, if our earthly house of this tabernacle were dissolved, 
we have a building of God, a house not made with hands, eternal in the heavens. 

2 For in this we groan, earnestly desiring to be clothed upon with our house 
which is from heaven : 

3 If so be that being clothed we shall not be found naked. 

4 For we that are in this tabernacle do groan, being burdened : not for that 
we would be unclothed, but clothed upon, that mortality might be swallowed up 
of life. 

5 Now he that hath wrought us for the selfsame thing is God, who also hath 
given unto us the earnest of the Spirit. 

6 Therefore we are always confident^ knowing that, whilst we are at home in * 
the body, we are absent from the Lord : 

7 (For we walk by faith, not by sight :) 

8 We are confident, I say^ and willing rather to be absent from the body, and 
to be present with the Lord. 

9 Wherefore we labour, that, whether present or absent, we may be accepted 
of him. 

1 TH E SS. IV. 

13 But I would not have you to be ignorant, brethren, concerning them which 
are asleep, that ye sorrow not, even as others which have no hope. 

14 For if we believe that Jesus died and rose again, even so them also which 
sleep in Jesus will God bring with him. 

2 TIM. IV. 

6 For I am now ready to be oflFered, and the time of my departure is at 
hand. 

7 I have fought a good fight, I have finished my course, I have kept the 
faith : 

8 Henceforth there is laid up for me a crown of righteousness, which the 
Lord, the righteous judge, shall give me at that day : and not to me only, but 
unto all them also that love his a|}Dearing. 
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Lesson 42. 

1 C O R. XV. 

41 TTure is one glory of the sun, and another glory of the moon, and another 
glory of the stars ; for one star differeth from another star in glory. 

42 So also is the resurrection of the dead. It is sown in corruption, it is raised 
in incorruption : 

43 It is sown in dishonour, it is raised in glory : it is sown in weakness, it is 
raised in power : 

44 It is sown a natural body, it is raised a spiritual body. There is a natural 
body, and there is a spiritual body. 

45 And so it is written, The first man Adam was made a living soul ; the 
last Adam was made a quickening spirit. 

46 Howbeit that was not first which is spiritual, but that which is natural ; 
and afterward that which is spiritual. 

47 The first man is of the earth, earthy : the second man is the Lord from 
heaven. 

48 As is the earthy, so are they also that are earthy : and as is the heavenly, 
such are they also that are heavenly. 

49 And as we have borne the image of the earthy, we shall also bear the 
image of the heavenly. 

50 Now this I say, brethren, that flesh and blood cannot inherit the kingdom 
of God ; neither doth corruption inherit incorruption. 

5 1 Behold, I shew you a mystery ; We shall not all sleep, but we shall all be 
changed, 

52 In a moment, in the twinkling of an eye, at the last trump : for the trum- 
pet shall sound, and the dead shall be raised incorruptible, and we shall be 
changed. 

53 For this corruptible must put on incorruption, and this mortal must put on 
immortality. 

54 So when this corruptible shall have put on. incorruption, and this mortal 
shall have put on immortality, then shall be brought to pass the saying that is 
written. Death is swallowed up in victory. 

55 O death, where is thy sting? O grave, where is thy victory? 

56 The sting of death is sin ; and the strength of* sin is the law. 

57 But thanks be to God, which giveth us the victory through our Lord Jesus 
Christ. 

58 Therefore, my beloved brethren, be ye steadfast, unmoveable, always 
abounding in the work of the Lord, forasmuch as ye know that your labour is not 
in vain in the Lord. 
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REV. XXI. 

10 And he carried me away in the spirit to a great and high mountain, and 
shewed me that great city, the holy Jerusalem, descending out of heaven from 
God, 

1 1 Having the glory of God : and her light was like unto a stone most pre- 
cious, even like a jasper stone, clear as crystal. 



18 And the building of the wall of it was of jasper: and the city was pure 
gold, like unto clear glass. 

19 And the foundations of the wall of the city were garnished with all manner 
of precious stones. The first foundation was jasper ; the second, sapphire ; the 
third, a chalcedony ; the fourth, an emerald ; 

20 The fifth, sardonyx; the sixth, sardius; the seventh, chrysolite; the 
eighth, beryl ; the ninth, a topaz ; the tenth, a chrysoprasus ; the eleventh, a 
jacinth ; the twelfth, an amethyst. 

21 And the twelve gates were twelve pearls; every several gate was of one 
pearl : and the street of the city was pure gold, as it were transparent glass. 

22 And I saw no temple therein : for the Lord God Almighty and the Lamb 
are the temple of it. 

23 And the city had no need of the sun, neither of the moon, to shine in it ; 
for the glory of God did lighten it, and the Lamb is the light thereof. 

24 And the nations of them which are saved shall walk in the light of it : and 
the kings of the earth do bring their glory and honour into it. 

25 And the gates of it shall not be shut at all by day: for there shall be no 
night there. 

26 And they shall bring the glory and honour of the nations into it. 

27 And there shall in no wise enter into it any thing that defileth, neither 
whatsoever worketh abomination, or maketh a lie : but they which are written in 
the Lamb's book of life. 

REV. XXII. 

1 And he shewed me a pure river of the watet of life, clear as crystal, pro- 
ceeding out of the throne of God and of the Lamb. 

2 In the midst of the street of it, and on either side of the river, was there the 
tree of life, which bare twelve »ia/i«^r^ fruits, a«</ yielded her fruit every month: 
and the leaves of the tree were for the healing of the nations. 

3 And there shall be no more curse : but the throne of God and of the Lamb 
shall be in it ; and his servants shall serve him : 

4 And they shall see his face ; and his name shall be in their foreheads. 

5 And there shall be no night there ; and they need no candle, neither light 
of the sun ; for the Lord God giveth them light : and they shall reign for ever 
and ever. 
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iLe00on 43. 

HE B. XII. 

1 Wherefore, seeing we also are compassed about with so great a cloud of 
witnesses, let us lay aside every weight, and the sin which doth so easily beset 
us^ and let us run with patience the race that is set before us, 

2 Looking unto Jesus the author and finisher of our faith ; who for the joy 
that was set before him endured the cross, despising the shame, and is set down 
at the right hand of the throne of God. 



1 8 For ye are not come unto the mount that might be touched, and that 
burned with fire, nor unto blackness, and darkness, and tempest, 

19 And the sound of a trumpet, and the voice of words ; which voice they that 
heard entreated that the word should not be spoken to them any more : 

20 (For they could not endure that which was commanded, And if so much 
as a beast touch the mountain, it shall be stoned, or thrust through with a dart : 

2 1 And so terrible was the sight, that Moses said, I exceedingly fear and 
quake :) 

22 But ye are come unto mount Sion, and unto the city of the living God, the 
heavenly Jerusalem, and to an innumerable company of angels, 

23 To the general assembly and church of the first-born, which are written in 
heaven, and to God the Judge of all, and to the spirits of just men made perfect, 

24 And to Jesus the mediator of the new covenant, and to the blood of 
sprinkling, that speaketh better things than that of Abel. 



28 Wherefore we receiving a kingdom which cannot be moved, let us have 
grace, whereby we may serve God acceptably with reverence and godly fear. 

REV. VII. 

9 After this I beheld, and, lo, a great multitude, which no man could num- 
ber, of all nations, and kindreds, and people, and tongues, stood before the 
throne, and before the Lamb, clothed with white robes, and palms in their 
hands \ 

10 And cried with a loud voice, saying, Salvation to our God which sitteth 
upon the throne, and unto the Lamb. 

1 1 And all the angels stood round about the throne, and about the elders 
and the four beasts, and fell before the throne on their faces, and worshipped 
God, 

12 Saying, Amen: Blessing, and glory, and wisdom, and thanksgiving, and 
honour, and power, and might, be unto our God for ever and ever. Amen. 

13 And one of the elders answered, saying unto me. What are these which 
are arrayed in white robes? and whence came they? 
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14 And I said unto him, Sir, thou knowest. And he said to me, These are 
they which came out of great tribulation, and have washed their robes, and made 
them white in the blood of the Lamb. 

15 Therefore are they before the throne of God, and serve him day and night 
in his temple : and he that sitteth on the throne shall dwell among them. 

16 They shall hunger no more, neither thirst any more ; neither shall the 
sun light on them, nor any heat. 

17 For the Lamb which is in the midst of the throne shall feed them, and 
shall lead them unto living fountains of waters : and God shall wipe away all tears 
from their eyes. 

REV. XIV. 

12 Here is the patience of the saints : here are they that keep the command- 
ments of God, and the faith of Jesus. 

13 And I heard a voice from heaven saying unto me. Write, Blessed are the 
dead which die in the Lord from henceforth. Yea, saith the Spirit, that they may 
rest from their labours ; and their works do follow them. 

REV. XV. 

2 And I saw as it were a sea of glass mingled with fire : and them that had 
gotten the victory over the beast, and over his image, and over his mark, and 
over the number of his name, stand on the sea of glass, having the harps of God. 

3 And they sing the song of Moses the servant of God, and the song of the 
Lamb, saying, Great and marvellous are thy works. Lord God Almighty ; just and 
true are thy ways, thou King of saints. 

4 Who shall not fear thee, O Lord, and glorify thy name ? for thou only art 
holy : for all nations shall come and worship before thee ; for thy judgments are 
made manifest 



ILe00on 44. 

PSALM XVI. 

8 I HAVE set the Lord always before me : because he is at my right hand, I 
shall not be moved. 

9 Therefore my heart is glad, and my glory rejoiceth : my flesh also shall re^t 
in hope. 

10 For thou wilt not leave my soul in hell ; neither wilt thou suffer thine Holy 
One to see corruption. 

1 1 Thou wilt shew me the path of life : in thy presence is fulness of joy ; at 
thy right hand there are pleasures for evermore. 
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2 And many of them that sleep in the dust of the earth shall awake, some 
to everlasting life, and some to shame and everlasting contempt 

3 And they that be wise shall shine as the brightness of the firmament ; and 
they that turn many to righteousness, as the stars for ever and ever. 



8 And I heard, but I understood not ; then said I, O my Lord, what shall be 
the end of these things ? 

9 And he said. Go thy way, Daniel : for the words are closed up and sealed 
till the time of the end. 

10 Many shall be purified, and made white, and tried ; but the wicked shall 
do wickedly : and none of the wicked shall understand ; but the wise shall un- 
derstand. 

T3 But go thou thy way till the end be: for thou shalt rest, and stand in thy 
lot at the end of the days. 

1 J OH N III. 

1 Behold, what manner of love the Father hath bestowed upon us, that we 
should be called the sons of God : therefore the world knoweth us not, because 
it knew him not. 

2 Beloved, now are we the sons of God, and it doth not yet appear what we 
shall be : but we know that, when he shall appear, we shall be like him ; for we 
shall see him as he is. 

3 And every man that hath this hope in him purifieth himself, even as he is 
pure. 

PHIL. III. 

12 Not as though I had already attained, either were already perfect : but I 
follow after, if that I may apprehend that for which also I am apprehended oi 
Christ Jesus. 

13 Brethren, I count not myself to have apprehended : but this one thing J 
do^ forgetting those things which are behind, and reaching forth unto those things 
which are before, 

14 I press toward the mark for the prize of the high calling of God in Christ 
Jesus. 

20 For our conversation is in heaven ; from whence also we look for the 
Saviour, the Lord Jesus Christ : 

21 Who shall change our vile body, that it may be fashioned like unto his 
glorious body, according to the working wherejjy he is able even to subdue all 
things unto himself. 
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8 Unto me, who am less than the least of ^11 saints, is this grace given, that 
I should preach among the Gentiles the unsearchable riches of Christ ; 

9 And to make all men see what is the fellowship of the mystery, which from 
the beginning of the world hath been hid in God, who created all things by Jesus 
Christ : 

10 To the intent- that now unto the principalities and powers in heavenly 
places might be known by the church the manifold wisdom of God, 

11 According to the eternal purpose which he purposed in Christ Jesus our 
Lord: 

12 In whom we have boldness and access with confidence by the faith of 
him. 

13 Wherefore I desire that ye faint not at my tribulations for you, which is 
your glory. 

14 For this cause I bow my knees unto the Father of our Lord Jesus Christ, 

15 Of whom the whole family in heaven and earth is named, 

16 That he would grant you, according to the riches of his glory, to be 
strengthened with might by his Spirit in the inner man ; 

17 That Christ may dwell in your hearts by faith ; that ye, being rooted and 
grounded in love, 

18 May be able to comprehend with all saints what wthe breadth, and length, 
and depth, and height : 

19 And to know the love of Christ, which passeth knowledge, that ye might 
be filled with all the fulness of God. 

20 Now unto him that is able to do exceeding abundantly above all that we 
ask or think, according to the power that worketh in us, 

21 Unto him be glory in the church by Christ Jesus throughout all ages, world 
without end. Amen. 
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
